that it was blowing hard and went on 
the lower bridge. We had left Wat- 
ling’s Island light abeam at 10 o’clock, 
and up to midnight the weather was 
pleasant and all went well with the 
ship, although we had trouble in keep- 
ing the pump in the forward fire-room 


continued to increase in force until per- 
haps 3 a.m., when it reached its height, 
although there were times all day when 
it blew as hard as ever. The direction 
was about northeast. The sea continued 
to rise until perhaps 6 p.m.; there was 
a heavy sea all the following day. The 
pumps were relieved every hour. Soon 
after I came on deck I relieved the sec- 
ond mate, Mr. Johnson, so that he 
could go below to fight the water. 

“About 3:30 the first mate, Capf. 
Lecato, came up and he also went be- 
low to work. Capt. Chittenden, who 
was on deck almost as soon as I, gave 
his attention to the pumps, and espe- 
cially priming the centrifugal pump in 
the forward fire-room. 
many new leaks, When a heavy sea 
struck the sides, the plates leaked at 
the butts and seamed, showing that 
after the fire they had resumed their 
former .appearance, but were not 
tight. There was at the mainmast an 
inch of thwart ship vibration and only 
half an inch longitudinal vibration. 
While making this examination, about 
4:30 a.m., Capt. Chittenden was thrown 
down and fell on the chain, hurting his 
side and back enough to temporarily 
disable him. He continued to give us 
valuable advice. 

“At 3 a.m. we made signal to the 
Vulcan and Merritt to go to windward, 
which they did as well as they could. 
Up to 1 o’clock a.m. we were running 
the starboard main engines and had 
steam on the two central boilers and 
three of the short forward boilers, but 
the trouble in the forward fireroom 
caused the steam to run low and lighten 
fires under the starboard after boiler, 
and we stopped the engine so as to run 
the steam up for the pumps. The 
pump for keeping the water fram the 
forward compartments was driven by 
a belt, and when the sea broke over 
the bows the belt became wet and 
slipped. As soon as the water was up 
to the floor place in the forward fire- 
‘room, the rolling of the ship swashed 
into the coal bunkers and carried the 
caal out, choking the pump and carry- 
ing the floor plates about, which made 
it difficult and dangerous to work there. 
_ “About 8 o'clock I called for volun-

WASIKINGTON, Nov. 4.—A_ thrilling 
‘story of the loss of the cruiser Maria 
Teresa is given in the official report of 
Lieutenant Commander Harris to the 
Secretary of the Navy, rec@ived by tel- 
egraph at. the Navy Department late 
this afternoon. It is dated on board 
the wrecking steamer Merritt, ‘fifty 
miles off Charleston,.

We asked the Vulcan to signal 
the Leonidas to stay close by us, and 
the latter hoisted the flag at the signal 
yard arm, which was a signal agreed 
upon to call the Leonidas to come 
within hail. She was steaming ahead 
of us and making rather bad weather. 


| It seemed as if she feared to turn in 


the heavy sea, but eventually she did 
cross ahead’of the Merritt, and twice 
passed under “the Merritt's stern, al- 
though at some distance. I think she 
picked up the life rafts which the Vul- 
can threw over. About 11:30 we sig- 
nalled the Vulcan to ask the Merritt 
if we could be turned safely to run for 
the lee of Walting’s Island. To this 
Capt. Wolcott replied “No,” and as 
Capt. Chittenden thought we would 
sink if we tried to turn, this idea was 
given up. 

“Both the Vulcan and Merritt could 
with difficulty fkeep their heads to 
wind, and the sea was running so high 
that the Vulcan’s bitts started, and 
the tow lines parted, the ship falling 
into the trough of the sea. At 1 p.m. 
Capt. Chittenden asked me to signal 
the Vulcan to cast off the Merritt's tow 
lines and have the Merritt come along 
side. There I assumed command told the 
men what was to be done and assigned 
them stations. I told the chief engineer 
to start the engine to aid the Vulcan 
in keeping our head up. He did so, but 
it could run but a short time with the 
steam we had. We signalled the Vul- 
can, ‘We have to abandon the ship.’ 

ordered Capt. Lecato to take 
charge of the lee sturfboat, and when it 
‘was lowered over the rail, ordered Capt. 
Chittenden into it against his protests. 
He was placed in the boat with his 
son. The boat was unable to reach 
the lines we had astern, but the Merritt 
picked it up» and after taking Capt. 
Chittenden aboard, towed the boat to 
our lee quarter and repeated this move- 
ment each trip. She was splendidly 
handled. 

“From 2:20 o’clock the work of trans- 


-| ferring the crew continued. Capt. Le- 


cato made two more trips when, his 
arm being disabled, his place was taken 
Johnson, who also took two 
boatloads. The life raft was taken 
over and capsized, but was righted. It 
was put in charge of James Bashford, 
ordinary seaman, of the Illinois Naval 
Militia. He and his crew took six 
Cubans to the Merritt. “The- 
surfboat towed under the lee side. ‘was 
then gotten, and f put in charge of 
Charles Dunne, quartermaster. I ga 
him nearly all the good seamen left. 
was launched very han 
made two trips. 

“In all these trips we poured oll from 
the sponsons on both sides, and the 
Vulcan also used oil to make it smooth. 
I doubt if we could have worked with- 
out it. The ship labored more and 
more. Before I left the bridge she 
rolled her sponsons under, which I 
estimated to be 30 deg., and her pitch- 
ing was so rough as to show her rud- 
der, propellors and perhaps twelve feet 
of her Keel. 
the head. She fell into the sea and 
shuddered as she rose. There was no 
water aft. The Vulcan did her best to 
keep her up. 

“Every man did his duty. About 4:30 
the signal was made: ‘Hang on to the 
wreck until you are sure she is sink- 
ing,’ to which the Vulcan replied: ‘We 
will hold on until she sinks or parts 


| the tow line.’ The last signal was: ‘The 


small boats will take all.’ 

“About 5 o'clock we were all off. It 
was perhaps 5:30 when we reached the 
Merritt.. Wihile she was getting the 
surfboats, the Vulcan slipped the haw- 
ser of the Teresa. I expect that the 
wreck, dragging off to port, brought 
all the strain on the port bridge. and 
started the bitts. When the boats were 
in, the Merritt, at my request, started 
to sneak to the Vulcan, but was un- 
able to reach her, and she apparently 
did not hear our whistle. The Merritt 


could not do so. The search continued 
until 1 p.m., the following day, when 
she headed for Charleston.

It is said at the Navy Denartment 
that provision was made by which the 
Teresa could have weathered any or- 
dinary storm. A rough wooden deck 
had been nailed over her upper works.* 
Her hall was then sheathed and heavy 
chains were wound around her so as to 
hold her together. Although far from 
seaworthy, all that was expected was 
that the cruiser might be kept afloat 
until docked in this country. She had 
been stripped of all guns and valuables 
save the big turret 1l-inch guns, before 
starting, so that it is believed there 
will be no loss on that account. 3 
- It is the opinion of the Navy Depast- 
ment that the government, beside the 
value of the ship herself, only loses 
the amount per diem of $800, through 
the sinking of the vessel, because the 
contract appears to have required the 
delivery by the wrecking company of 
the vessel at the navy yard at Norfolk. 

According to the contract, salvage 
was to consist of such further compen- 
sation over or above the per diem and 
stipulated expenses as might be award- 
ed by a board appointed for that pur- 
pose, consisting of a representative of

Hiram Hitchcock's Visit 
to Washington. 


He Sees the President. and the 
Secretary of State, 


Asks Protection for the Canal 
Construction Company. 


Option Secured in the Interest of 
the Old Company—Warner Miller 
Interested in Both—Merry’s Ree 
‘Report is Anxiously Awaited. 


IRECT WIRE TO THE ] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—[Excfusive 
Dispatch.] Hiram Hitchcock of New 
York, president of the Nicaragua 
Canal Construction Company, had in- 
terviews with President McKinley and 
Secretary Hay today in regard to the 
reported action of the government of 
Nicaragua in granting a charter for 
continuing the work of building the 
canal to other parties. 
Mr. Hitchcock asked the President 


‘and the Secretary of State to see that 


the interests of his company were 
protected. He was assured that this 
had already been done, but it was 
stated the department had not re- 
coived full details of the transaction _ 
which is reported to have taken plaee 
between the government of Nicaragua 
and the persons to whom the new con- 
cession is said to have been granted. 
Mr. Merry, United States Minister 
to the Greater Republic of Central 
America, is now at San José, Costa 
Rica, but his absence from the Nici 
raguan capital has not made any dif 
ference in his efforts to ascertain the 
status of the canal matter.

FIRST NEWS OF THE WRECK. 


Tug Merritt Landa« the Survivors 
4 at Charleston. 
‘; [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
' CHARLESTON (8. C.,) Nov. 5.—The 
tug Merritt put into Charleston this 
morning for supplies. She reported the 
loss of the cruiser Maria Teresa, raised 
by Constructor Hobson, off San Sal- 
vador, Bahamas, November 1, in the 
midst of a furious storm. 

' The cruiser left Caimanera, Cuba, on 
the morning of October 30, in tow for 
New York. She had already passed 
Cape Maysi and started northeast 
around the Bahamas. A furious storm, 
' warning of which had already been 
sent out, overtook her, and in her con- 
dition she was unable to weather the 
‘gale. ' The strain opened rents in her 
‘hull, which had been patched to enable 
her to make the journey, and she be- 
gan to: fill rapidly with water. The 
Merritt took off Capt. Harris and the 
| crew from the sinking ship and she 
soon went down. The Merritt brought 
the captain and 135 men, who will pro- 
ceed north by rail. No lives were lost, 
so far as known. 

Late in the day the Merritt arrived 
from quarantine, and the survivors of 
the Teresa came ashore. They lost all 
clothing and personal effects, and are 
supplied scantily. The Teresa sunk 
thirty miles off Watling Island at noon 
Tuesday, after battling with the gale 
six hours. ~ 

She met the storm morning, 
and the vessel began to strain in the 
high seas. -Parts of the hull, thought 
-to be safe, became weakened, rivets 

broke, and the water made rapidly in 
the hold. 

The boilers began to give way, and 
finally the water extinguished the fires 
in the engine-room. The pumps 
would- not work. The whole vessel 
showed signs of a collapse, and the 
men stood stripped, awaiting orders to 
quit the ship. 

The Vulcan was towing the Teresa, 

‘while the Merritt—rescued 114 of the 
crew, made up of volunteers from the 
Cincinnati, Newark and Vulcan. The 
ropes were then cut, and the vessel 
rapidly filled. The Vulcan and Leoni- 

i Mas deserted the Merritt, which put 

into Charleston with the rescued. 

Capt. Crittenden and Capt. Lacade of 
the Merritt had arms sprained. The 
crew left this afternoon for Norfolk, 


REGRET AT WASHINGTON. 


Loss of the Teresa Keenly Felt in 

“OMicial Circles. é 

{ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. } 

‘WASHINGTON, - 5.—The Navy 
Department has reéc a dispatch 
from Lieutenant-Commander Harris, 
who was with the Maria Teresa when 
she left Caimanera, saying he had 
reached Charleston last night on the 
wrecking tug Merritt with the officers 
and fifty-eight men, formerly the crew 
of the Teresa. The cruiser was lost 
about thirty miles north of San Salva- 
dor, Tuesday last, in a northeast gale 
of exceptional violence. 

The news of the loss of the Spanish 
cruiser came to the Navy Department 
fin a telegram from Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Harris, received about 10 
o’clock this morning. Secretary Long 
being temporarily absent from the 
department, the officials of the Navi- 
gation Bureau, acting under a strict 
observation of official etiquette, re- 
fused to make the. ‘dispatch public un- 
til the Secretary had given his consent. 

Consequently the publication was 
delayed. “When finally published, the 
‘dispatch read as follows: 

“CHARLESTON (S..C.,) Nov. 5, 
1898.—Secretary of Navy Washington: 
Arrived here last night on steamer 
Merritt with American crew of the 

_Infanta Maria Teresa, abandoned in 
heavy northeaster, November 1, thirty 


miles north of San Salvador. Have 
fifty-eight enlisted men. 
[Signed] “HARRIS,” 


Looking at the chart, it was not diffi- 
cult for the officers at. the. department 
to see how’the ship had foundered un- 
der the influence of a heavy northeast 
gale, reported. As near as they could 
calculate, the vessel lies @: about 2600 
fathoms of water, or nearly three 
miles below the surface, 

The location is 24 deg. N. fat,, by 74 
deg. 30 min. W. long., about 235 miles 
distant from Nassau, and 310 mile® 
distant from Caimanera, the port from 
which she started a little over re 
days before. . 

She had just emerged from __ the 
Crooked Passage, and to make her 
course was obliged to lay with her 
head. about northwest. This would 
bring the heavy sea over her forward 
side, and under such severe pounding 
the vessel must have soon succumbed. 
There was no alternative. On her lee 
lay the rock Bahamas and innumerable 
shoals with shallows between and with 
shallow water in every direction, except 
Straight ahead or direct astern. 

To have turned about and sought an- 
other passage would have been an ex- 
tremely perilous undertaking to begin 
with, and, even after getting safely 
about, the vessel would have been 
obliged to travel many hundred miles 
more than intended, in order to have 
picked up another course, this time 

' closer to the North American continent 
and with the added dangers that prox- 
imity'to the Florida shoals might bring. 

It is said at the Navy Department 
that Lieutenant-Commander Harris 
will be ordered at once to Norfolk, 
where the rescued seamen will be 
placed.on board a receiving ship.

AMERICA’S DEMAND FOR THE 
PHILIPPINES CRITICISED, 


The Government in Silent on the 
Question, bat the Unofficial Preas 
is Having Fits—-Lese “Majeste 
Convictions—The Kaiser's Bar- 
gain With the Saltan.

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—(Special Cable 
Letter. Copyright, 1898.) The news 
that the United States now demands 
the whole of the Philippine Islands has 
created much interest here. The Ger- 
man newspapers comment unfavorably 
upon it. 

The Cologne Gazette says: ‘The in- 
terests of Germany will be especially 
injured by the American annexation, as 
the policy of the open door, which has 
hitherto reigned under the Spanish flag, 
will be quickly ended. 

“Moreover, the American demand, 
from a humane point of view, is un- 
heard of. It means the squeezing of a 
fallen foe to the last drop of blood, and 
would sully the name of the victor. 
The whole sympathies of the world 
would be on the side of Spain, brutally 
ground down by her enemy.’ 

The government of Germany and the 
semi-official newspapers have been 
silent or extremely cautious. But it is 
quite evident that Germany will not in- 
terfere in the settlement of the Phil- 
ippine question, nor even encourage in- 
terference upon the part of others, and 
itis understood this has been intimatd 
to the Spanish government. 

There has been a great increase lately 
in the number of convictions for lese 
majeste, and some of them are outrag- 
eous. A respectable girl of 19, named 
Jenny Dyke, has been sentenced at 
Breslau to two months’ imprisonment 
in jail for merely criticising a picture 
of the Emperor, which was exposed in 
a store window, and a girl 17 years old 
at Cologne has been sentenced to six 
months in jail because in the presence 
of another girl she tore down a por- 


trait of the Emperor from the walls of 
her own room. 

The climate of the German coaling 
station at Kiao Chou Bay, China, in 
spite of official denials, appears to be 
very bad. The deaths of German sol- 
diers and sailors, chiefly from malarial 
fever, are becoming alarmingly fre- 
quent. 

Maximilian Harden, editor and pub- 
lisher of Due Zunkunft, has been sen- 
tenced to six months detention in a 
fortress for lese majeste.

SAN DIEGO, Nov, 5.—[{Regular Cor- 
réspondence.} A little study of the con- 
ditions surrounding the establishment 
of the new Japanese steamship line 
from this port reveals that the Santa 
Fé Company is at last making use 
of its matchless facilities at this har- 
bor for the opening up of ocean trade.

Three or more en- 
gines will have to be added to do the 
switching, and one powerful locomotive 
will have to be kept on hand to help 
pull freight trains over the Soledad

Chairman Babcock Estimates That 
the Party Will Have a Majority 
of at Least Thirty-five Over All. 
Doubtful Districts Redeemed. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THR TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Chairman Babcock of the 
Republican Congressional Committee 
tonight gave out the following predic- 
tion on the result of the Congressional 
elections: 

“Since my last forecast, the situation 
and probable result of the Republican 
conditions have eo improved. I 
expressed the opinion a week ago that 
the Republicans would elect 192 mem- 
bers of the House of Represenjatives, 
giving them a majority of twenty-seven 
over all. 1 now feel justified in saying 
that the total Republican member 
will exceed 192, and the indications are 
it will be at least 197. 

“It is not necessary to philosophize 
or go into details; it is too near elec- 
tion day for that. It is sufficient to 
say that in a number of districts where 
the Republicans and their sound-money 
allies appeared to be apathetic until 
recently, different conditions now pre- 
vail, all of which are encouraging. In 
my former forecast, a generaus conces- 
sion was made to the opposition on ac- 
count of what I then regarded as Gis- 
tricts upon which they could surely 
count.’ I cannot now concede the oppo- 
sition as many districts by seven or 
eight as I then did, while I am justified 
in increasing the total number of sure 
Republican districts by at least five. 

“T may add that the present outlook 
is that the Republicans will control the 
organization of the House of Repre- 
sentatives by a majority of not less 
than thirty-five. There is no indications 
whatever that it will fall belowethirty. 
All the Republicans have to do now is 
to continue their efforts and leave 
nothing in their power undone for party 
success until the night of election day.”

The city will have to pay the expenses 
of the only case of smallpox that has 
been ttreated in this city for more than 
a year. The demand for the payment 
has been presented by the keeper of the 
pest house, and will receive favorable 
consideration. 

It cost the city more than $6000 to 
have the proposed new city charter 
published twenty times in two daily 
papers. The bills fer the publication of 
it were allowed yesterday. 

The several recent apportionments 
of funds by the City Auditor have had 
the effect of greatly reducing the defi- 
cits in some of the important standing 
funds of the city, and the cash balance 
has been largely increased. 

An error of $10,000 has been discovered 
in the assessment for taxation against 
the Bullard Block. The taxes were 
paid, and the owner now desires the 
City Council to grant him a rebate of 
the taxes on that amount. ~ 

The monthly report of the Health 
Department shows that during October 
there were 118 deaths in the city. | 

Next to the complications which arise 
in litigation over water rights come 
those wherein the respective rights of 
the partners in an oil well have to be 
defined, and where there are several 
wells the difficulty increasés. Yesterday 
P. M. Darcey and wife began suit 
against H. L. Chadwick, J. W. and 
J. P. Brunton and E. K. Woodd, and the 
defendants retorted by filing in turn a 
suit making the Darcys defendants.

Attorney J. Noonan Phillips was yes- 
terday sued by P. H. Kitchen for $38.29.

THE FIRS! IN MONTHS. 


CITY CALLED UPON TO PAY THE 
EXPENSE OF SMALLPOX CASE. 


Several Big Demands Before the 
Finance Committee—Condition of 
the City Funds—Monthly Health 
Report—Demands for Rebates, 


For the first time in many months a 
demand was presented before the Fi- 
nance Committee of the City’ Council 
for payment for attendance upon a case 
at the city pest-house. In September 
a patient was sent to that institution 
suffering from a light case of smallpox 


_or varioloid. He remained there sey- 


eral weeks and was attended bq Mrs. 
J. A. Kays, to whom the city pays $30 
per month for the work of keeping the 
pest-house in order and _ constantly 
ready for service. There is an implied 


contract between her and the city that 


when there is a case sent there requir- 
ing isolation she is to be assisted by a 
nurse and a cook, but in this case she 
nursed the patient and did the cooking 
herself and also did all the washing. 


The necessary groceries which she\had 
to purchase were charged to the city 
and the bill for them has not been pre- 
sented. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Kays ap- 
peared before the Finance Committee 
and presented a demand for $116.33, on 
account of her services and explained 
the matter. Councilman Mathuss was 
disposed to look upon this claim as 
exorbitant, but Mr. Toll suggested that 
if the full charges had been made the 
bill ld have amounted to several 
times the amount demanded. Action 
was not taken on the matter, but at the 
next meeting the full demand will be 
presented and will probably be al- 
lowed. 

The cost to the city of the publication 
of the proposed new city charter was 
auite heavy. The demands for the pub- 
lication were presented at the meet- 
ing of the Finance Committee yester- 
day and were allowed. The bill of the 
Herald Publishing Company was for 
$3523.75. The committee discovered that 
a slight error had been made in meas- 


‘uring the space and allowed the claim 


for about $3500. The Record Publish- 
ing Company had to print the charter 
at contract rates and received $2511.22 
for the service. 

William Peterson, who has the con- 
tract for disposing of dead animsets, 
presented a bill for $205.25, for the re- 
moval of 94 horses, 30 cows, 132 dogs 
and 36 cats. 

The committee recommended that the 
matter of the demand of J. M. Griffith 
Company against the city for .»pbalance 
due from the city to Grant & Mans- 
field for the balance. on the cost of the 
construction of the outfall sewer, and 
the item of $102.30 charged as interest 


on that balance, be referred to the City 


Attorney for his opinion as to the 
liability of the city for th® payment of 
the interest. 

Two demands from William Haves 
for $90.72 and $7.59, respectively, vere 
allowed. The amounts had been paid 
as taxes on property which had been 
doubly assessed. 

For the same reason-a rebate of $8.39 
was allowed Meta Smith, and $275 to 
Charles Steele. 


CONDITION OF THE FUNDS, 


What is Shown by the Anditor’s 
Weekly Trial Balance. 

The weekly trial balance of .the City 

Auditor showing the condition of. the 


dicates that the steady payments of 
taxes during the week has had the ef- 
fect of greatly reducing the deficits 
which prevail in a number of the funds 
and of increasing the net balance of 
cash in the treasury. . The following 
funds, have balances in the amounts 
mentioned to their credit: Common 
school, $3889.59; library, $541.66; outfall 
sewer, $2026.31; general sewer, $645.75;. 
redemption, $1106.46; police 
$3593.82. The following funds are over- 
drawn: Cash, $34,054.74; salary, $4767.91; 
fire department, $24,832.90; general park, 
$1859.40; East Los Angeles Park, $2673.59; 
Westlake Park, $1136; Hollenbeck Park, 
$1402.53; Echo Park, $253.73; Elysian 
Park, $2421.88; park nursery, $494.91; 
street lighting, $1733.19. 

The report shows that the total cash 
balance in the city treasury, including 
the recent bond issues is $361,569.74. 


ERROR IN ASSESSMENT. 


A Mistake by Which the Taxes on an 
Important Bleck Were Increased. 
John A. Bullard has filed with the 

City Clerk a petition to the City Coun- 

cil in: which he asks that a rebate of 

$125 be granted him on the taxes which 
he paid the city during the past week. 

His claim results for an error made in 

the Assessor’s office with reference to 

the assesssment of the value of the 

Bullard Block. At the time the assess- 

ments were being made, Mr. Bullard 

says the Assessor assured him that the 
value of his block would be placed on 
the books at $125,000, and it was so 
turned into the Assessor’s office. Think- 
ing this a reasonable assesssment, Mr. 

Bullard did not appear before’ the 

Board of Equalization. When he came 

to pay his taxes he learned to his sur- 

prise that the amount of the assess- 
ment was $135,000, instead of what had 
been promised him. He subsequently 
learned that the Assessor had made an 
error in transferring the amount from 
one book to-another, and that the 
larger amount was placed on the final 
record. Mr.* Bullard paid his taxes 
amounting to $1687.50 under protest, and 
he now asks the City Council to grant 
him a rebate of $125, which would be 
the taxes on the additional amount of 
his assessment. . 


MONTHLY HEALTH REPORT. 


Number of Deaths During October, 
and What Caused Then. 

Chief Clerk M. S. Reed, of the Health 
Department has completed his report 
of the deaths reported to that deptrt- 
ment during October, and has placed 
it in the hands of the printer for publi- 
cation. The total number of deaths for 
that month was 118, which was divided 
as follows: Specific infectious diseases, 
10: diseases of the digestive system, 12; 
Cliseases of the respiratory system, 33; 
diseases of the nervous system, 16; dis- 
eases of the circulatory system, blood 
and ductless glands, 19; diseases of the 
genito-urinary organs, 9; constitutional 
diseases, 6; intoxications, violence and 
accidents, 4: miscellaneous diseases, 9. 
There were 27 deaths from consumption 
and of that number twenty-one of the 
deceased persons have lived in Los An- 
geles less than ten years, some of them 
having come here only a month ago. 

Of the contagious diseases reported 
were twelve of ». diphtheria, four of 
scarlet fever, thirty-five of typhoid 


resulted from any of these diseases 
during the month. 2 

The total number of births reported 
since the last monthly report was com- 
piled is 125. , 


REMOVING OIL DERRICKS, 


Oil Inspector Monlux Having All 
Abandoned Ones Taken Down. 
For several weeks past Oil Inspector 
Monlux has been busily engaged in se- 
curing the removal cf such oil well 
derricks as have been abandoned by 
their owners, and as a result of his 
work more than a score of the un- 


| sightly frames have been removed from 


the old fields. The inspector has been 
harshly criticised by some people for 
not causing the removal of all der- 
ricks at wells where no pumping is 
being done. He offers what apnears to 
be an excellent excuse for his inability 


by saying that so long as the owners 
of the derricks pay the license on them 
regularly he is unable to remove them. 
In his construction of the ordinance 
the City Attorney’s department agrees 
with him. Assistant City Attorney 
Thomas said yesterday that by accept- 
ing the license fees of the oil men the 
city pnlaced itself in the same attitude 
as that of a landlord to a tenant. “If a 
man rents a house and pays for it in 
advance,’ said Mr. Thomas, “the fact 
thait he does not occupy it ateall times 
does not give the owner of the place 
the right to deprive him of the use of 
it. If the city takes the license for an 
oil well, it makes it optional with the 
owner of that well how often he shal] 
operate it. Any other construction 
would work a decided hardship, in 
such times as when the prfe of oil 
is lower than the cost of producing it.” 


City Clerk’s Report. 

Accompanying the weekly report of the 
City Clerk to the City Council tomor- 
morrow will be two final ordinances 
for street work, jurisdiction to pass 
which has been acquired by the Coun- 
cil, as there have been no protests 
against the work. The ordinances will 
order the improvement of Leroy street 
from Main street to the Southern Cali- 
fornia Railway Company’s right-of- 
way and the construction of a side- 
walk on Fourth street between Olive 
street and Grand avenue. 

The City Clerk will also report that 
it is in order for the Council to appoint 
the commissioners for the opening of 
an alley from Fifth to Sixth streets 
between Broadway and Hill street, the 
protests against this opening having 
been denied. 


Park Improvement Demanded. 

James F. Thompson has filed with 
the City “lerk a communication to the 
City Council, in which ne demanis that 
the money appropriated more than a 
year ago for the improvement of Sun- 
set Park be used for that purpose. The 
letter contains much the same kind of 
a demand as that made of the City 
Council at its last meeting by Judge 
John M. Miller. Attention is called to

OIL MEN DISPUTE. 


A PARTNERSHIP TANGLE WITH A 
FORECLOSURE IMPENDING, 


a 


The Darcys Had the Oil Land and 

Chadwick and the Bruntons Had 

the Means for Development, 
'Mutaal Recriminations. 


A cross-fire of suits took place yes- 
terday between several of the. large 
operators in the oil district. P. M. 
Darcy and Maria Darcy first filed a 
suit against Harry L. Chadwick, John 
W. Brunton, J. P. Brunton and. KE. 
K. Wood. to have a certain contract 
of partnership declared null and void, 
for an accounting, to have the assets 
sold and divided equally, and the stock 
of oil on hand sold and applied to the 
liquidation of the partnership in- 
debtedness, etc. 

The plaintiffs allege that they owned 
certain oil-bearing lands.lying north of 
Colle:iss street, and east of Adobe 
street; that at the time the partnership 
with the defendants was formed, _ in 
Mav. 1897. were valued at $35,000. When 
it was determined to form a copartner- 
ship, a contract was drawn up .that 
provided that within thirty days Chad- 
wick and the Bruntons should begin 
drilling for oil and sink three weils, 
they to furnish everything, save $100, 
which plaintiffs were to contribute. 
Upon oil being struck and marketed 
it was stipulated that the proceeds 
were to be applied to defraying the 
necessary expenses of operating and 
maintaining the wells.and marketing 
the products; to repaying the de- 
fendants for the expense of drilling, 
and equipping the wells, this expense 
not to exceed $5000, and to reps yment 
to the plaintiff of the $400 contributed 
by the plaintiffs. After all these ex- 
penses had been met the partners were 
to share and share alike, and _ the 
Dlaintiffs. it is alleged, were to have 
the sole management and control of 
the operation of the wells. 

Plaintiffs allege that there is due 
various persons now $6183.75» which has 


to be paid out of the property. The 
sum of $3265 is charged by the de- 
fendants for drilling six wells, but 
plaintiffs deny the liability. On Octo- 


ber 21, 1898, there was oil on hand to 
the credit of wells Nos. 1, 2 and 3, 1304 
barrels of crude oil; to the credit of 
wells Nos. 4. 5 and 6, 2969 barrels of 
crude oil. or a total of 4273 barrels, now 
under the control of the Oil Producers’ 
Exchange. Of the amount 4000  bar- 
rels, plaintiffs allege, are pledged to the 
First National Bank of Los Angeles 
to secure a loan of $1600, and there 
remains at the exchange 273: barrels 
that are free. There are in the tanks, 
in addition to the above, 140 barrels 
credited to wells Nos. 1, 2. and 3, and 
80 barrels credited to wells Nos. 4 5 
and 6, making in all 4493 barrels of oil 
undisposed of save the 4000 that are 
pledged. 

The disputes and elias te the de- 
fendants are alleged to he the reason 
Why an accounting is desired, and 
that the contract of partnership be 
annulled. 

A companion suit to the above was 
also filed yesterday wherein the defend- 
ants in that action became plaintiffs in 
this, and the plaintiffs in the first suit 
were made defendants in the second. 

After covering much of the same 
round as in the suit brought by the 
Darcys the plaintiffs allege that until 
October 1, 1897, the copartnership was 
carried on under the firm name of 
Darcy, Chadwick and Brunton Bros., 
and at that date Chadwick and the 
Bruntons| assigned a quarter of their 
interest to FE. K. Wood. 

It is put forward as a matter of com- 
plaint that on January 1, 1898, P. M. 
Darcy assumed sole control of the oil 
wells and disposition of the product, 
and on several occasions prevented his 
copartners from consulting with Maria 
Darcy relative to the business affairs 
in which she had interest. It is further 
alleged that P. M. Darcy failed, re- 
fused and neglected to carry out the 
terms of the partnership contract, and 
was guilty of misconduct in several 
particulars set forth. He refused, it 
is alleged, to contribute the $400 stipu- 
lated to the expense of sinking wells 
Nos. 1, :2 and 3, and paid over only 
$187.97; he refused to repay the actual 
cost of constructing and equipping the 
first three wells. which was $5000, save 
the sum of $3138.98, notwithstanding 
that $600 had been received by the de- 
fendants in excess of operating ex- 
penses, and “he refused to make any 
statement of sales, or allow his part- 
ners to have access to the books. A 
multiplicity of minor accusations are 
leveled at the defendants, and then 
plaintiffs proceed to state that on Oc- 
tober 26, 1898, Alica B. Cohn began suit 
against the Darcys et al.; to foreclose 
on the oil-bearing lands, which had 
been mortgaged to secure two notes 
aggregating $2873. This amount, it is 
alleged, is due by the Darcys, the other 
partners being made party defendants 
merely to make them set forth their 
interest in the lands. 

Plaintiffs disclaim any desire to ter- 
minate the partnership, but do desire 
an accounting, payment of the partner- 
ship indebtedness, and a division of the 
business among the partners as_ in 
equity. They ask that the court ap- 
point a receiver to conduct the busi- 
ness: that the product of the wells be 
ordered sold and applied to payment 
of the partnership debts, and that the 
defendants may ‘be restrained from in- 
termeddling with the partnership ef- 
fects.

DAINTIES. 


Attorney Hotchkiss and His Wife 
Snued by a (nterer. 

Quite an amusing suit cropped up in 
the Township Court yesterday, W hen 
Civde Gould appeared before Justice 
Young to prosecute a claim against At- 
torney A. B. Hotchkiss and Mrs. 
Mary A. Hotchkiss for $73.20. 

The plaintiff sought to recover on the 
assigned claim of F. Hanniman & o., 
the fish and dealers of Spring 
street. for succulent supplies furnished 


to the Hotchkiss household. The 
toothsome items of fish and various 
kinds of game were gone over, and 


the amount charged appeared to be less 
a matter of dispute than the personage 
to whom they were charged up. Mrs. 
Hotchkiss was upon the witness 
stand and testified that she was mar- 
ried to Mr. Hotchkiss in May last, 
and that previous to that time he bad 
rented his suite of apartments from 
her and engaged and paid the China- 
man that attended to them. All the 
dainties not paid for had been or- 
dered. delivered and . disposed of 
previous to May, and consequently At- 
torney Hotchkiss, who defended his 
own. case, denied liability_on the part 
of his wife. He dug up law books out 
of a hand bag, and, after throwing 
chunks of law at his opponent went 
upon the witness stand himself.’ He 
denied that Mrs: Hotchkiss had or- 
dered any of the good things enumer- 
ated: said that the Chinaman that had 
ordered them had done so as his em- 
pDlové and on his behalf: that he 
would have settled the account but for 
the manner in which Hanniman & Co. 
had brought his wife’s name into the 
matter; that he had thought of putting 
the mattar into the hands of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, and then left the stand 
without being subjected to any cross- 
examination. 

The attorney for the plaintiff was gal- 
lant. and stated to the court’ that 
courtesy to a lady prevented the mat- 
ter being prosecuted with the energy 
that otherwise would have been _ the 
case. but asked that judement be 
given against Mrs. Hotchkiss, as well 
as her husband. This appeared some- 
what like shirking responsibility, and 
Justice Young was just as gallant as 
the attorney, holding that the evi- 
dence did not go to show that the 
ladv was liable for the amount of the 
claim. There being nothing else to 
fight over. and neither attorney caring 
to argue the case, the court gave judg- 
ment for the full amount against Mr. 
Hotchkiss, the latter facetiously re- 
marking as he left the courtroomethat 


he would serve notice of a 
Monday. 


THE CATTLE THIEVES. 


More Light on Lopez’s Manner af 
Lifting Cattle. 
More light has been thrown on the de- 
tails of the cattle-stealing case since 
Verna Cruikshank, the boy heiper in 
Harry Flournoy’s butcher shop at the 
Old Mission, was arrested and brought 
to the County Jail. 
- Full particulars have already been 
published regarding the captu of 
Romaldo Lopez and Ramon Alvitres, 
and the manner in which the several 
head of cattle stolen from the rancher, 
Vtjar, were.sold to Flournoy. The boy 
Cruikshank however, yesterday made 
a very straightforward statement to 
Sheriff Burr, which clearly indicated 
that the Sheriff’s suspicions were ac- 
curate, and that Lopez had not adhered 
closely to the truth when he told his 
story. The boy is an honest appear- 
ing young fellow, and is not thought to 


have had any direct connection with 


the systematic plan that appears to 
have been put in operation to rob the 
ranchers in the country around Pasa- 
dena of their live stock. 

According to the statement made by 
Cruikshank the first lot of cattle de- 
livered to.Flournoy, of which he had 
any knowledge, was about seven weeks 
ago. On each occasion Lopez brought 
them during the night time, and was 
assisted by another man whom the boy 
could not recognize, as he remained 
some distance from the corral where 
Cruikshank stood to open the gate and 
let the cattle pass inside. On the first’ 
night, he said, two steers and two 
heifers were brought. One of the steers 
was a Jersey and the other a red-col- 
ored one. These, with one heifer, were 
killed, but the other one yet remains in 
the corral, it being heavy with calf. 
On the second night visit made by Lo- 
pez, four cows were brought, and of 
these a large roan and a deep red one 
were killed, but the other two being in 
poor shape, were returned to Lopez, 
who drove them back to the pasture 
from whence they had been taken, in 
order to let them fatten up with the 
herd. On the next occasion three heif- 
ers were brought in, and all of these 
were killed. On the fourth and last 
occasion when Lopez visited Flournoy’s 
corral he drove in four cows, and of 
these three were killed and one yet 
remains in the corral. These several 
stealings aggregate fifteen head of cat- 
tle alleged to have been delivered to 
Fiournoy. Of these gleven were killed, 
two were returned to the herd to fat- 
ten and one heifer and a cow yet 
remain in the corral. 

Young Cruikshank stated that every 
time delivery was made of cattle Lo- 
pez aroused him from where he slept 
in the butcher shop, and he then opened 
the corral and stood in the shadow be- 
hind the gate so that the cattle would 
not see him and stampede. The other 
man, that was always with Lopez, he 
could not identify, he said, but he rode 
a black horse that was a poor brute 
and without any action at all. 

/When Alvitres was asked by Sheriff 
Burr if he owned a horse he answered 
through the interpreter that he did. He 
described it in color as being a light 
sorrel, but being asked if he didn’t also 
possess a black horse, he conceded that 
he did own a black horse, but that it 
was no good. 

While the proof is not clear that Al- 
vitres was the companion of Lopez on

Waters for Congress ‘n the Sisth.

ARNOBD AND MOREHOUSE 


HOW THEY HAVE CONNIVED TO 
ASSIST UNCLE COLLIS. 


Los Angeles County’s Assessments, 
Under Arnold’s Administration, 
Increased $17,000,000 Abave 

of the Previous Four 

Years Uader His Predecessor, 

Hebbron of Montercy. 


In a former article in these columns 
brief allusion was made to the manner 
in which the assessments of Los An- 
geles county have been increased under 
George L. Arnold’s administration in 
the State Board of Equalization, the 
evident purpose of such increase being 
to aid the Southern Pacific of Ken- 
tucky by reducing its taxes and at the 
Same time to preserve the normal rate 
of increase and punish the county “or 
ee revolt against the rule of Hunting- 

on. 

When Arnold entered upon the duties 
of his office, he took L. C. Morehouse, 
chairman of the State Board, of Equal- 
ization, for his guide and mentor. 
Morehouse for years has been the un- 
tiring, unrelenting enemy of Los An- 
geles county, and at the same time he 
has been the subservient henchman of 
Collis P. Huntington. He is a resident 
ef Alameda county and is completing 
his third term on the Board of Equal- 
ization. Like Arnold, at the last State 
election, he was repudiated by the Re- 
publican voters of his county, although 
Alameda is almost the bannev Repub- 
lican county of the State, and usually 
rolls up an-immense Republican ma- 
jority, Morehouse was beaten in his 
own county by his Democratic oppo- 
nent, but was pulled through. by the 
railroad vote of Sacramento, and some 
of the other counties where railroad in- 
fluence is powerful. Naturally there 
was a bond of sympathy between him 
and Arnold. 

In 1895, Assessor Summerland raised 
the county valuation in Los: Angeles 
about $5,300,000, and although this raise 
was nearly 40 per cent. of the total in- 
crease in the entire Stie, it was not 
satisfactory to Morehouse. 
mined that his henchMen should do 
better next year. In 1896, with the con- 
nivance of Arnold and Summerland, he 
gratified his long-felt desire to wreak 
vengeance on the taxpayers of Los An- 
geles. 

After considerable reduction by the 
County Board of Equalization, the as- 
sessment showed an increase of about 
$15.000.000 above that of 1895,.and a raise 
of over $20,000,000 over that of 1894. 
This increase was made in face of the 
fact that there was a depression in th-. 
value of property all over the county, 


‘as compared with values in 1894 (except 


possibly on two or three business 
streets of Los Angeles, and in a few 
choice residence localities.) Although 
the assessment probably was the worst 


ever made in the county, Morehouse’ 


and Arnold complimented Summerland 
@s a model Assessor. In 1897 the 
county assessment was increased $2,- 
000,000 ebove that of 1896. Then came 
protests from all over the State against 
the inflation processes of the State 
board. A number of reductions were 
made in county assessments. Los An- 
geles was graciously allowed a reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent., still leaving her as- 
sessment $13,000,000 above that of 1894. 
The assessment of twenty-five counties 
were cut 15 per cent., although nearly 
every one had decreased its assessment 
below that of 1894. 3 

Arnold, in his mendacious circular, 
claims to have saved to the taxpayers 
of his district as compared with the 
work of the former Board of Equaliza- 
tion. $414.000 State tax. The cold fig- 
ures show that when the four years 
of his official career are ended, and 
all the tawes for the present fiscal year 
collected, the taxpayers of Los Angeles 
county alone will have paid $373,000 
more State taxes under his adminis- 
tration than under that of his prede- 
cessor. Hebbron of Monterey. Such 
in part is the punishment inflicted on 
the taxpayers of Los Angeles by Un- 
cle Collis’s aides, Morehouse, Arnold 
and Summerland. 

In this infiation of asseSsments and 
increase of taxes, how fared the rail- 
roads? In 1886 the total assessment 
roll of the State was raised above thatof 
1895 $130.880,000. The total assessment 
of all the railroad systems in the 
State. as made by the-board in 1895, 
was $43,018,640; in 1896 it was $43,223,534, 
an increase of $205,000. This was less 
than the increase in the assessment of 
a single block on Spring and Main 
streets in this city. The great in- 
crease in the State assessment roll re- 
duced the State rate. As the railroad 
valuations remained substantially the 
same as the previous year, the rail- 
roads made a great saving in taxes. 
In this county the apportionment of 
the Southern Pacific’s assessment was 
$1.864.014 in 1895. In 1896, although 
the assessment of the property of the 
otker taxpayers was increased $15,000,- 
000. the Southern  Pacific’s 
raised the fraction of a cent. Such an 
increase of the assessed valuation of 
the county decreased the county rate, 
The State 
and county taxes of the Southern Pa- 
cific on its roadway, rolling stock, efc., 
aggregated $26,096.19 in 1895. In 1896 
thev were only $20,504.14, making a 
neat little saving of $5592 in Uncle Col- 
lis’s taxes for that year, for which, 
no doubt, he was thankful to his faith- 
ful henchmen, Morehouse and Arnold. 

While L. C. Morehouse, chairman of 
the State board, was aiding his pupil, 
George L. Arnold, to punish the recal- 
citrant voters of Los Angeles, and at 
the same time helping him to reduce 
the taxes of their common friend, Un- 
cle Collis. he did not neglect an oppor- 
tunity to get even with the rebellious 
taxpayers of his own county. 
though the assessment of Alameda 
county had been increased by the 
County Assessor in 1896, over a $1,000,- 
000 above that of 1894, this was not 
satisfactory to Morehouse. It was 
raised by the State board $4,500,000, 
bringing it up to nearly $97.000,000. The 
railroad assessment, however, was 
lowered about $47,000, as compared 
with that of 1894. 

This increased valuation of the 
county decreased materially the State 
and county tax rate. As the railroad 
assessment, at the same Wime, ‘had 
been lowered, the railroads made a 
neat little saving in taxes. 

George L. Arnold and his organettes 
have been making desperate efforts 
during the campaign to @invince the 
taxpayers of this, and other counties 
of his district that he has mede.im- 
mense savings in their taxes .by se- 
curing reductions of their assessments 
in the State board. 

It is true he secured a reduction of 
$9.971.457 to this county in 1897. But 
what about an increase? On this sub- 
ject both Arnold and his defenders 
are silent. The Assessor’s books show 
that during the four years cf his term 
the assesed valuations of this county 
have been forced up $47,706,254 above 
what they were under his predecessor 
on the State Board. And this has 
been done in the face of the fact that 
for the past three years property val- 
ues have been on an average 20 per 
cent. lower than they were In 1894. 

If Arnold should be reélected ana 
this ratio of increase of the past four 
years kept up, at the close of his next 
term Los Angeles county will come 
pretty near paying all the taxes of the 
State. 

It is the duty of every taxpayer at 
the coming election volte against 
this es has proved himself 
recreant to the trust imposed i

The attention of voters is again 


called to the legal opinion rendered 
jointly by the law.committees of the 
Republican, Democratic, Populist and 
Silver Republican County Central com- 
mittees. The opinion holds that vol- 
unteers who served in the recent war 
did not lose their residence by reason 
of their ‘absence, and are entitled to 
vote in the precincts in which they 
resided when mustered into service, 
provided, of course, their names were 
then on the Great Register. 

The opinion also holds that a voter 
whose name is on the Great Register 
is entitled to vote in the precinct in 
which he has resided for thirty days 
prior to the election, even though he 
had moved into that precinct without 
having the change notéd‘on the Great 
Register. He may prove to the elec- 
tion officers by his oath or other proper 
evidence. that he has resided for 
thirty days in the precinct in which 
he seeks to vote. 

Any person who hds changed his 
residence from one precinct to another 
within thirty days prior to the elec- 
tion. loses his vote. 

After the balloting is over, the 
guard rail is to be removed and _ by- 
standers are to be permitted to watch 
the count of the votes. .

SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Veteran Killed by a Fall From a 
Window. 

SOLDIERS’ HOME, Nov. 5.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] An accident on 
Thursday night resulted in the death 
on Friday of Otto Mueller, a member 
of Home Co. F. Mueller, was em- 
ployed as fireman in the poWer-house. 
At about 10 o'clock Corp. Todd of Co. 
F, whose bed is on the lower floor, was 
aroused by another member of the 
company, who stated that some one 


was lying on the lawn just outside of [3 


the corporal’s window and moaning as 
if ill.. The corporal hastily dressed and, 
together with his informant, stepped 
outside the door and ‘found Mueller 
evidently in great pain. Mueller was 
only partially dressed, and as he be- 
belonged to a ward on the second floor, 
and should have been there at ‘that 
hour, the corporal naturally inquired 
What he was doing in that place at that 
time of night, and in a semi-nude con- 
dition. He said in reply that being 
troubled with heart disease, he had had 
a sudden attack and had come outside 
for fresh air. Relying upon this state- 
ment, and as nothing further was said 
at the time, the two men assisted 
Mueller to his bed on the second floor. 
About 11:30 p.m. one of Mueller’s com- 
panions in the ward aroused the cap- 
tain of the company, stating that Muel- 
ler was in great pain and required med- 
ical attention. Capt. McCormick im- 
mediately procured the. attendance of 
a Surgeon, who directed that Mueller 
be at once removed to the hospital, 
where it was learned from the patient’s 
statements that, having occasion to go 
to the lavatory (on the second floor) he 
sat for a moment on the sill of the open 
window, and, losing his balance, was 
precipitated to the ground, twenty feet 
below. A board a half foot in height 
guards an open space to the basement, 
and falling across this, several ribs 
were crushed into his lungs; lacerating 
them in a fearful manner. Mueller 
lingered until Friday about 11 a.m.., 
When. he expired. Deceased was a 
member of Uncle Sam Post, G.A.R., 
which body attended the funeral of de- 
ceased this (Saturday) morning.

asdisted the railroad to evade the 
payment of its just proportion of 
taxes, and has aided in placing upon 
the people the added burden resulting 
from these evasions. While posing 
. as a friend of the people, he has basely 
betrayed, them, and, therefore, is un- 
worthy of their further confidence. 

It has been shown in the articles 
published in these columns that un- 
der Arnold’s administration, by the 
expansion of the railroad’s right-of- 
way at the Arcade Depot in this 
_ city, the county assessment roll lost 
$23,750, and the city ‘assessment roll 
$12,860. At the San Fernando Depot 
the loss to the county assessment rolls 
by the, same process was $23,250, and 
to the city $30,415. Arnold and his 
coadjutors expunged from the 
county assessment roll, by the pro- 
cesses above referred to (expanding 
the right-of-way and _  correspond- 
ingly decreasing the assessable area,) 
$63,175, and from the city assess- 
ment roll $53,865, making a grand 
total, from both, of $117,040. The 
million-dollar wharf of the Southern 
Pacific Railway Company at Santa 
Monica is assessed at the absurdly 
low valuation of $50,000. 

George L. Arnold, in his “Official 
Record,” which was widely distributed 

throughout his district, submits ,to 
the consideration of his constituents 
certain propositions relative to ihis 
services on the State Board of Equali- 
zation. From a careful study of this 
(his official record,) Mr. Arnold says 
“the people must conclude— 

“First—That during the past three 
years, while the ratio of growth in 
population and wealth in the Fourth 
District has been very much greater 
than it has been-in the other portions 
of the State, the ratio of our taxes 
has not been increased, but has been 
actually diminished.”

| ANNEXATION AND SUGAR. 
If it is trua that the annexation of 


| the Hawaiian Islands by the United 


States is likely to quadruple the sugar 
production of the islands, the Ha- 
waiian product wij], within a few 
years, become an important contribu- 
tion to the world’s supply of sugar. A 
recent estimate places the Hawaiian 
sugar crop of 1898 at 280,000 tons— 
180,000 tons Shipped to New York sud 
100,000 tons to San Francisco. There 
are thirty-nine sugar corporations on 
with a combined capital 
stock of $28,244,300. Four of them, 
representing $13,800,000, are Califor- 
nia properties, . California owns 59 
per cent. of the sugar corporations in 
Hawaii. 

A letter, published by a New York 
journal from a Hamburg commercial 
house, makes a big estimate of the 
possibilities of Cuba in the line of 
sugar production. Ths writer says 
that if Cuba is annexed to this coun- 
try and American rule fosters the in- 
dustries, it is possible that the sugar 
crop that is the highest ever re- 
corded on the island, namely 1,100,- 
000 tons, may be reached in less than 
five years. | 

In addition to these sources. ‘of 
sugar supply, we have to figure up the 
product of the Philippine Islands, 
where sugar is now produced: at 
low cost. Such being the case, there 
is no need to emphasize the fact, to 
which Tue Times has drawn atten- 
tion upon several occasions of late, 
namely, that those interested in the 
beet-sugar industry of California 
have cause to feel some anxiety in 
regard to the tariff restrictions, if 
any, that will be imposed by the 
United States upon products arriving 


in this country from our newly-ac- 
quired territory. 


THE RAINFALL 

A correspondent writes to ask for 
a statement, showing the yearly 
rainfall in Los Angeles from 1850 to 
the present time. No official record 
of rainfall was kept in Los Angeles 
prior to July, 1877. The following is 
a statement of the rainfall for the 
past twenty years, in inches, fur- 
nished by Mr. Franklin, of the local 
‘Weather Bureau: 


A MERCANTILE MARINE. 

THR Times has already called 
tention to the fact that one of the 
great questions which should be taken 
up by Congress is that of an Ameri- 
can mercantile marine. There is no 
reason to doubt that the President 
will devote some reference to this sub- 
ject in his coming message. Two 
years ago the President said: 

“We should no longer contribute, 
directly or indirectly, to the mainte- 
nance of the colossal marine of for- 
eign countries, but provide an ef- 


ficient and complete marine of our 
own.’ 


These are true words, and their im- 
portance cannot be too strongly im- 
pressed upon the people of the United 
States. The late war with Spain 
emphasized, in a striking manner, the 
weakness of our merchant navy, when 
it was found impossible to secure 
sufficient vessels, sailing under the 
American: flag, for colliers, transports 
and similar purposes. In  conse- 
quence of this, large sums had to be 
paid out to foreign ship owners, and 
at the close of the war it was found 
necessary to make an important con- 
tract with a Spanish steamship com- 
pany to convey Spanish soldiers back 
to their native land. 

If the United States is to become a 
great world power, as many Ameri- 
cans think it should be, one of the 
first steps to be taken is to strengthen, 
in every legitimate manner, the mer- 
cantile marine which sails under the 
Stars and Stripes. Even should we 
not pursue an aggressive policy in re- 
gard to outside territory, it is still 
most important that we should no 
longer subject ourselves to the tax 
of $300,000,000 annually, which this 
country now pays out fgr transporta- 
tion on its foreign commerce. 


PEAT FOR FUEL. 

One of the most interesting agri- 
cultural sections of Southern Califor- 
nia is that known as the peat lands, 
around Westminster, iri Orange county. 
This peat soil is of great depth and 
of wonderful fertility, after it has 
been drained so as to be capable of 
cultivation.

It is much too early to borrow any 
anxiety in regard to the rainfall for 
the present season. The probabili- 
ties are all in favor of our having an 
ample rainfall this winter. The farm- 
ers are not yet needing rain, but a 
good downpour would be of much 
benefit, indirectly, by restoring con- 
fidence among investors and improv- 
ing the public health. 


A BIG TRUST. 

A new trust is beihg formed in 
this country which will be the larg- 
est enterprise of the kind ‘yet known, 
even, eclipsing the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. It is known as the Continental 
Tobacco Company, and is being in- 
corporated with the immense capital 
of $75,000,000, of which it is under- 
stood that $60,000,000 represents the 
actual cost of various tobacco con- 
cerns that have been incorporated in 
the company. 

It is, of course, promised by the 
projectors of this gigantic enterprise 
that the result will not be to increase 
the cost of the product to consumers, 
but that expenses will be decreased 
by sevéral million dollars, and in this 
way good dividends secured to the 
stockholders, without any extra ex- 
pense to consumers. Whether this 
will be the actual result of the com- 
bination remains to be seen. Mean- 
time, it appears that the days of the 
“yniversal trust,” described by a fan- 
ciful writer in an eastern exchange 
some time ago, are drawing near. 


CIVIL SERVICE. 

The Civil Service Reform League 
recently sent a letter to the President, 
expressing the hope that he would 
not withdraw a number of places, now 
filled by civil-service methods, from. 
the scope of the civil-service rules. 
The league makes a strong showing 
as to the good results of ‘the ciyil- 
service system. It is stated that, in 
the classified force of the depart- 
mental service at Washington alone, 
during the period from 1883 to 1896, 
the saving affected annually, through 
advanced efficiency, has been asti- 
mated in the reports of the Civil 
Service Commission at more _than 
$3,000,000. 

When it comes to dealing with 
Porto Rico, and perhaps with the 
Philippine Islands, it will certainly 
be necessary, as THE TIMES has al- 
ready pointed out, to introduce civil- 
service methods in the governing of 
those countries, which are not yet 
prepared. for self-government. To 
select officials for office in those dis- 
tant lands merely on account of party 
services would be to invite a contin- 
uation of the scandals that have char- 
acterized Spanish rule in her colo- 
nies, and have led to revolutions 
which brought on the late war,

It has been suggested, ‘from time 
to time, that this peat) might be util- 
ized for other purposes. It makes an 
excellent packing for fruit, and other 
perishable products, retarding decom- 
position. To judge from reports 
which come to hand from Canada, it 
is also possible that, before long, 
this Southern California product may 
be used in the shape of a new fuel. 
A Toronto man is said to have dis- 
covered the problem of converting 
crude peat into commercial fuel. By 
this process the peat cut from the 
bogs is dried in the open gir, then 
broken to powder by a breaker, and 


passed to a machine which stamps it. 


into cylindrical blocks, two inches 
long and two inches in diameter, con- 
taining all the carbonaceous and 
other materials of raw peat, and hold- 
ing only moisture corresponding 
nearly to that of the atmosphere. 
This compressed peat has been tested 
and found to be better for speedy rais- 
ing of steam than neon 
coal. 

Peat has been used for caiacien 
in Europe for fuel; but it has been 
utilized in the crude form. If the 
experiments in Canada have been 4s 
successful as the report states, we 
may look for a new fuel to compete 
with coal and petroleum.

Barlow and His Campaign Letters. 


[San Francisco Chronicle:}] The suit 
of J. Marion Brooks of Los Angcles 
against his political creature, C. A. 
Barlow, now Popocratic nominee for 
Congress in the Sixth District, brought 
to light some curious letters. One of 
these, of which something h2z alrcady 
been made in this campaign, was the 
“business opportunity” letter. tn which, 
under date of January 31, 1897, this fe- 
form statesman wrote: “I think I ec .vld 
put in two or three weeks to good a2- 
vantage before the session opens. . . 
I am sure of some fine business opper- 
tunities during my term, and shall be 
glad when the session »pens.’ In the 
Marion Brooks suit it turned out on 
Barlow’s own admission that he had 
agreed to press a iand claim in Con- 
gress for 25 per cent. of the gross re 
ceipts. This was vcontrary to statue, 
and Barlow’s only exsuse for it when 
interrogated about it by the Los An- 
geles judge was that he did not know 
that a member of 33s canld not 
lawfully prosecute a clain agains: 
United States. 

On February 18, 1897, Barlow wrote 
Brooks from San Luis Obispo as fol- 
lows: “My God, if you could see the 
mass of letters I get over this cadet 


-| business! One would think there was a 


fortune in it, and perhaps there is.” 
These were the cadetships at West 
Point and Ann&polis. Whether, in make 
ing his appointments, Barlow’s business 
eye rested on a fortune has not yet 
been discovered. But the letter implies 
that ‘he was on the watch for one. And 
observe, though immersed in debt when 
he entered Congress, Barlow boasted 
in a speech at Ventura, not long ago, 
that he had managed to pay off all his 
creditors since. 

Other telltale letters are those ad 3 
dressed to his “Dear Friend Brooks, 
while the latter was working for Bare 
low in canvass. Here are two spec- 
iments that came out in the lawsuit? 
“T answered the damned attack on mé6 
made in the columns of the Express, 


j and I think I mage mincemeat of them, 


I thhave received many letters from Los 
Angeles warning me against J. M. B. 
(J. Marion Brooks,) so the background 
is a good place temporarily. Make ‘old 
friendship’ the ground of your support 
for me; put it strong.’”’ The next letter 
written to Mr. Brooks from Santa Cruz 
says: “I am being asked fifty times @ 
day: ‘Is J. M. B. a friend of yours?’ 
Over and over again say, ‘Not by 
sight!” and denounce yow 
soundly.”

HE germi-annwal cleaning of the 
British Museum Library occupies 
120 men incessantly for six days. 
) During this time, the readers are 
so harried and chased from chair to 
chair, and from table to table, that 
they may be frequently seen doing 
their Studying high up on a ladder, 
fo as to be out ef the way of the dust 
distraction. Every square inch 
of the kamptulicon composition with 
iwhich the floor are covered is care- 
inspected.

by means of a steam jet, it is ‘“‘pulver- 
ized.’ or broken imto spray. Its com- 
bustion is carried on without any layer 
of incandescent coal. It is claimed 
that a given weight of oil develops 
mere heat than the same weight of 
coal, which means a reduction in the 
dead weight of fuel that must be car- 
ried for a voyage. In the trial men- 
tioned it was found that 2.27 pounds of 
ordinary English north-country coal 
were used for each indicated horse 
power per hour, as compared with 1.67 
. pounds of oil. In the eastern trade, 
where. steamers have to rely on in- 
ferior Japanese and Indian coals, the 
comparison is still more in favor of 
the liquid fuel. For instance, a steamer 
' requiring a minimum of 600 tons of coal 
for her voyage from Aden to Singapore 
_ could cover the distance on 300 tons of 
oil, thus largely increasing her cargo 
capacity. The speed at which the 
fuel can be taken on beard is another 
great advantage. While the coaling in 
one hour may amount to sixty or 
‘elehty tons, 400. tons of oil can be 
pumped into the bunkers in the same 
time, The saving of labor is another 
important consideration. Once the 
burners are regulated, the supply goes 
on automatically, and a whole voyage 
mav be run without once opening the 
furnace doors. This reduces the number 
of stokers, and those who are engaged 
are able to work under much pleas- 
antor and more healthful conditions. 
Very little smoke is produced, a feature 
Which commends the use of liquid fuel 
very strongly for men-of-war. The 
ease of its stowage also favors its 
use in the closely-packed interiors of 
tornedo-boat destroyers. The con- 
sumption of steam, involving a serious 
loss of fresh water is one of its few 
disadvantages, 


FILTER has been put upon the 

merket which seems pecullarly 
re adapted to the filtering of oils 6f 
all kinds, milk, brine, wines, liquors, or 
any fluid substance, either light or 
dense. I tis of simple construction, con- 
sisting of a double coiled sheet of per- 
‘forated zinc, 7 inches long and 16 inches 
deep, inserted in a copper cylinder or 
drum. In this is placed a filter cloth, 
bag-shaped. but ripped open the whole 
length at the top edzve. This bag is 
also 16 inchés deep. It is drawn around 
the spiral space of the coil, leaving the 
open edge of the bag at the top to he 
rolled over the edge of the zinc and 
pinned. The whole thing can be car- 
ried on a man’s back. It so gauges 
both the clarifying agent and the pres- 
sure that the liquid remains clear -for 
@ much longer period. than with the 
ordinary .stem. It can he fixed by a 
boy, takes cars of itself, and filters 1000 
to 1500 gallons per day. The clarifying 
process is seen in the lass indicator at 
the side, and the liquid required to be 
refiltered can be returned by a pump 
without handling. This filter, it is 
claimed, coats the filter cleth evenly, 
without caking the surface or the pores 
of the cloth. It provides the largest 
amount of. filtering surface possible in 
the least possible space, and can be 
easily cleaned..

IN ELECTRICITY. 


Electric Balloon Signaling, 
N SPITE of the failure of the bal- 
loon for signaling for military pur- 
poses before Santiago,there ane many 
purposes, as shown by Eric Bruce, in 
which it is destined to be of special 
service. Prominent among these is the 
exploration of unfamiliar regions. One 
of the most distressing deprivations 
which befell Nansen in his recent ex- 
pedition was the want of some bond of 
communfeation between the drifting 
ship and a party leaving the vessel for 
only short excursions. The researches 
of the expedition could have been ren- 
dered infinitely more thorough and ef- 
fective by the use of the electric bal- 
loon signaling adopted by the British, 
Beigian and Italian governments. 
Signaling with flag or lantern from 
the car of an ordinary captive balloon, 
worked from the deck of-a ship is pos- 
sible, but this necessitates a large bal- 
loon, -with many cumbersome acces- 
sories, the use of which would be im- 
practicable under such conditions. In 
electric balloon signaling, the signaler 
and most of the apparatus remains on 
the ground or the deck of a ship. The 
abolition of the weight of the car, sig- 
naler, and apparatus enables a moder- 
ate-sized balloon to be employed. It 
is made of translucent material and 
filled with hydrogen or coal gas. It 
contains several incandescent electric 
lamps in metallic circuit with a source 
of electricity below, where there is an 
apparatus for making and breaking 
contact rapidly. By varying hte dura- 
tion of the flashes of light in the bal- 
loon, the morse code can be signaled. 
The speed of signaling depends. en- 
tirely upon the thickness of the car- 
bon filaments) in the lamps. The 
smallest sized balloon used is 
about seven feet diameter, having a 
cuble capacity of feet. This can 
be filled with one tube of gas. The 
electric cable is light and flexible, being’ 
made of strands, of copper, both leads 
of which are enclosed in waterproofed 
outer insulation. The dynamo from 
which the lamps are lighted can be 
worked efficiently with wind or hand- 
power, and that carried by nearly every 
ship in these days can be applied to 
the purpese. If the balloon and its 
outfit should be carried from the ship 
by an excursion party, light and port- 
able storage batteries can be used. 
The gas for filling the bailoon can be 
compressed in steel cylinders, or a 
rtable apparatus can be employed 
or making the hydrogen on the spot. 
An electric balloon ascending from the 
deck,»of an exploring vessel will ‘not 


only act a as beacon guide to exploring

Portable Burglar Alarm. 

HE electric burglar alarm has so 
well proved its usefulréas in the 
shape ordinarily used that inven- 
tors are now déVising forms of it for 
spécial conditions. Hitherto, the ap- 
paratu8 employed for this purposé has 
been pefimahently fixed in the place 
where it was needed. The demand 
for an alarm which could be feadily 
connected or disconnected has now 
been met by the manufacture of a 
small outfit, which can be carried ii a 
grip or trunk. The instrument con- 


‘sists of a wooden box or case about 5% 


inches in height and 1% inches in depth, 
containing two small dry cells. A 
wooden cylinder with a plunger that 
is insulated on one end keeps two 
springs apart, and when either is with- 
drawn entirely or partly inserted, 
makes a contact, causing a bell to ring. 
The bell is of the regular 2%4-inch 
Giameter. By carrying this device, 
which adds but little to the weight of 
his portmanteau, the traveling man 
can always be sure of receiving instant 
warning of any attempt to force the 
door of his sleeping chamber. All that 
he needs to do is to press the cylinder 
into the side of the box, and place the 
apparatus in front of the door. The 
opening of the door forces the plunger 
into the cylinder, the springs making 
contact on its metal surface, throwing 
the current of the battery through the 
bell. The cylinder piston and cords 
fit into the top of the box, and so when 
not in use, occupy no extra space. A 
Window can be made equally safe. 
When the apparatus {s fixed’ jn position 
if the window is raised, the ‘plunger is 
withdrawn, contact is made and an 


alarm is given which will arouse the 
soundest sleeper 


Electticity and Plants, 
es gardeners have found it to 


their advantage to use electricity | 


for promoting the growth of 
plants, but such applications’ have 
hitherto been of a comparatively crude 
nature. Dr. E. H. Cook says there is 
no reason why electroculture should 
not be very greatly extended in ordi- 
nary garden practices. He shows how 
the germination of seeds can easily 
be promoted, and how the current can 
profitably be applied to growing plants. 
In his experiments he places, side by 
side with seeds -which had been elec- 
trified two hours daily for some days, 
others through which no currefit had 
been passed. The results were some- 
times indefinite, sometimes extraordi- 
narily successful, but the general efféct 
was to give an increased development 


in the electric seeds amounting to from > 


10 to 20 per cent. more than in the 
non-electrified ones, Dr.

A large proportion of seeds germinated, 
but the electrified showed no increaseé 
growth.dover the non-electrified. The 
fact was established that if seeds were 
advisedly. subjected to electric current; 
the germination was surely accelerated. 
The next step was to. determine 
whether, after the plant was formed, 
any increase in the rate of itis pro- 
cesses of assimilation and ebsorption 
took place. Seeds were planted in 
similar soil and similar pots. Through 
some of these a current was sent be- 
tween carbon electrodes, while the 
others were allowed to grow in the 
ordinary way. It was found that an 
electrically urged plant grown from 
seed in soil, shows above the soil four 
days befcre one not so urged; but al- 
though the electrically treated: plant 
will maintain its four days’ start 
throughout, it will not gain after the 
first start erefore, in growing 
plants in this manner, no advantage is 
gained by continuing the application 
of electricity after the first appearances 
of the green leaves. . Some interest- 
ing experiences were met with in cur- 
rents of different polarity. The posi- 
tive current always produced the 
strongest effects at first, but the nega- 
tive soon caught up and took the lead. 
Some plants, such as bulbs, would re- 
spond to treatment by discharges from 
the Wimshurst machine and the induc- 
tion coil, that were unaffected by any 
other kind of current. In one of_these 
experiments on hyacinths, 
som produced under the negative cur- 


/ rent was quite different to that of the 


positive, as well as to that of the non- 
electrified bulb. This may be caused 
by the larger amount of wzone pro- 
duced by the negative discharge. Dr. 
Cook regards it as a means, which 
gardeners will probably be not slow to 
take advantage of, of creating novel 
and startling flower effects.

Manufacturing Phosphorous, 
N SPITE of the uncertain future of 
the phosphorous industry, extensive 
developments are being made in its 
production by the utilization of elec- 
tric heat: This method consists in 
heating natural phosphates, intimately 
mixed with carbon and suitable flux- 
ing materials, in the electric furnace, 
by means of an electric current pass- 
ing between carbon noles. The heat- 
ing is due to the resistance of the ma- 
teria's, and not to the formation of 
an electric arc, as in Moissan’s experi- 
mental work. The furnaces are small, 
and are capable of yielding 1% cwt. of 
hogphorous per day. Between 80 and 
0 per cent. of the phosphorous con- 
tained in the raw material is obtained 
by the use of this process. The possi- 
ble limitation of this industry in the 
near future is dependent on the in- 
jurious effects of phosphorous in the 
making of matches. “Phossy jaw” oc- 
curs only when the vellow or crystal- 
line form of phosphorous is used; the 
red, or amorphous product being con- 
sidered harmless. Unfortunately, this 
form of phosphorous can only be used 
for safety matches, i.e., for matches 


striking only on the box, while the pub-’ 


lic demand a match which will strike 


fon any roughened surface. This can- 


not be made at present, except with 
yellow phosphorous. It is said, how- 
ever, that the recent offer of a hand- 
gome money prize ‘by the Belgian gov- 
ernment for a match siriking on any 
surface without the aid of dangerous 
chemicals has led to the production of 
such matches in France. Should this 
statement be confirmed, it is probable 
that the electro-thermal method 
phosphorous manufacture will become 
of secondary importance when com- 
pared with other electro-chemical in- 
dustries.

For the month of October the total 
clearances were $6,792,233.20, and for 
the same month in 1897, $6,421,105.03. 
At all points the clearances for this 
year show a material increase over 
previous periods with which compar- 
ison is made. 


NATIONAL CLEARANTDS. For the 
past week clearances vhrougn all the 
clearinghouses of the United States 
amount to $1,462,744,684, 20.2 per cent. 
more than for the corresponding week 
fin 1897. The total sum is a great ohe; 
and the increase over last year, more 
than a quarter of a billion dollars, or 
per cent.,:of what the total clear- 
ances were a little more than ten years) 
ago, are facts which need no comment. 
Business is good when such results are 
stiown. by. the clearinghouse. The im- 
prevement is quite generally distrib- 
uted over the United States. The Far 
East this’ time gets the most of it. 


COMMERCIAL. 
CHANGES IN TBA TRADE. The 
English Consul at Amoy has sent his 
government a very interesting report 
on the tea trade of that city and dis- 
trict. 
Twenty years ago the exports of tea 
from Amoy amounied _ to 12,000,000 
pounds. Three years ago this figure 
had shrunken to 4,500,000, and last 
year it was only 1,613,933 pounds. 
_ The reason for this is that India and 
Cevilon teas have taken the place of 
the Chinese product. No doubt the 
favor with which the English regard 
any home product or that of a colony 
has much'to do with this. But that 
is not all. The Chinese aid: them in 
taking away their trade by placing 
@n export tax of 35 per cent. of the 
cost price on all teas shipped from 
their ports. This gives the untaxed 
India and Ceylon teas a great advan- 
tage. Then, again, the dilatory ways 
of the Chinese in handling the teas 
allow damage to happen to a great 
deal of what they offer for sale. The 
energetic and expeditious methods of 
the English is in marked contrast, 
and the results ‘are apparent in a more 
uniform quality of their teas. 
In the Canton province the tea prin- 
cipally produced is known to the En- 
elish as “scented caper.’’ London is 
the only market for it, where it is 
used for blending. This process is 
done by three or four big houses, and 
they take less and less of this tea an- 
nually. Five years ago the Canton ex- 
ports of scented caper teas were 6,- 
000,000 pounds. Last year they were 
only 4,760,000. The India and Ceylon 
teas are driving these out, too. Should 
thes¢ three or four large London 
houses change their plans and go out 
of blending with these Canton’ teas, 
be no market at all for 
em. 
But. Europeans are taking hold of the 
tea business of China. Nenchow teas 
have been of a very inferior charac- 
ter. -In spite of this a company has 
zone to work to till the teas by ma- 
chine process, and the quality is much. 
improved. At Hankow a _ similar 
company has been organized, There 
.{s a third operating at Foochow. 
A change is also taking place in 
routing China tea. That intended for 
Central. Asia used to go to Bombay, 
and the central points of distribution 
were Bokara, Meri and other places in 
the heart of Asia. This is now sent 
via the Suez Canal around to Batoum 
and Samark, and willbe the dis- 
tributing center. The strong black 
teas used in Siberia now go to London, 
where they are transshipped to points 


beria. When the Siberian Railroad is 
completed. these will go by rail to in- 
terior points from the Pacific terminal 
of the road. 

In Formosa, to prevent the adultera- 
tion of Formosa Oolongs by mixture 
with old local leaf or China teas, for- 
eign merchants codperated with the 
Chinese Tea Guild under the auspices 
of the Japanese authorities. A com- 
mittee, consisting of three foreign and 
four Chinese merchants, ap- 
pointed to deal with the questions of 
adulteration of tea, having the power 
to impose fines and confiscate adul- 
terated teas. Formosa exports tea to 
the extent of some 20,000,000 pounds 
annually, with a value varying from 
£590.000 to £650,000, a figure exceeding 
the value of the total tea export from 
Japan proper in 1896. And as the 
Japanese endeavor to facilitate the 
export trade the figures will doubtless 
continue to show progress. : 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


FARM MORTGAGES—CATTLE PA- 
PER. A writer in the St. Louis Re- 


the capitalists with the western farm- 
ers: 

“& few years ago the ‘farm mort- 
gage’ was the familiar financial. trans- 
action of this region. Investment com- 
panies and agencies flourished by sup- 
plying the machinery whereby the 
farm mortgage passed from the bor- 
rower to the lender. Farm mortgaging 
was the chief end of the smart men 
who live by their wits in the towns. 
The farm mortgage has not entirely 
disappeared, but the business in it has 
been diminishing rapidly. It is no 
longer on every. tongue. It fails to 
interest, much less monopolize, capital. 
Its place in popularity and familiarity 
has been taken by ‘cattle paper.’ 


of cattle paper. There are millions in 
it, in more senses than one. Cattle pa- 
per is spart of this evolution of the 
cattle business. Of course, these Kan- 


buy with their own money the hun- 
dreds of thousands of cattle as they 
come rolling down the railroads from 
the ranges between the Rio Grande and 
the Dominion borders. They haven't 
the cash to carry the animals three 
months or three years, while the work 
of preparation for market goes on. 
Out of the exigency of the new condi- 
tions has come cattle paper. Every 
bank in the cattle country deals in cat- 
tle paper. The commission firms on 
the Kansas City Live Stock Exchange 
deal in cattle paper by the millions of 
dollars. When it is stated that a single 
one of the firm has had $250,000 of cat- 
tle paper from this county alone at a 
time, some idea of the magnitude of 
the new form of investment may be 
gathered. A few years ago the in- 
vestment companies had their local and 
traveling agents scattered through 
Kansas looking after the farm mort- 
gages. Now a.small army of keen 
men is employed in placing and pro- 
tecting the cattle paper. It used to be 
said that the eastern investor ran after 
the western farmer and tempted him in 
various ways to acept a loan and give 
a mortgage on his farm. That was 
true. . But no investment company 
ever promoted the giving of mortgages 
with more activity and persuasiveness 
than the capitalist of this day dis- 
tributes his surplus for cattle, paper. 
The farmer who has raised anything 
does not have to go in search of a cred- 
itor who will loan him money to buy 
stock and take his cattle” paper. He 
is sought after. The suggestion that 
he buy cattle on credit is made to him. 
The agent of the creditor is at the 
farmer's elbow to offer the cattle and 
to take a mortgage for the payment of 
them if only the farmer will put in his 
time avi’ feed to. prepare them for 


market.

“Talk about timidity of capital. 
When creditors had loaded themselves 
With Kansas mortgages of their own 
seeking they made a great to do about 
the repudiation tendencies of Kansas. 
They. talked as though they would 
never loan another dollar in the State 
if they could once clean up. Kansas has 
been paying off their mortgages, and 
has in five years turned millions of 
eastern money back to the owners. 
Now the creditor is going up and down 
the State offering money for cattle pa- 
per with the same open-handed reck- 
lessness which characterized the mort- 
gagor. There is this difference—the 
money going into cattle paper is largely 
western capital. It is money which has 
been made in the evolution of the 
‘business, and is now being turned<ovér 
on the principle of the nimble penny. 
But there is significance in “the cattle 
paper craze. It shows there is still 
faith in the debt-paying intentions of 
the western farmers. 

“The. farmérs of Kansas are honest. 
Some of them have imbibed bad politi- 
cal principles. Their financial deal-: 
ings are not like their financial teach-. 
ings. They paid off an enormous load 
of farm mortgages. They are now 
making great profits for the holders 
of -their cattle paper and a fair share 
for themselves.” | 3

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COMING OF THE AUTOMOBILE CARRIAGE 
HERE are growing indications, amounting 
T to a practical certainty, that the use of ani- 
. mal power for traction purposes is drawing 
to an end, and that the end is not far distant. 
The era of the automobile vehicle is close at 
hand. Automobile vehicles, it may be explained, 
are vehicles which carry machinery capable of 
moving them from place to place, without the 
application of outside force. They are otherwise 
known as “horseless carriages”’—an awkward 
name, which was destined to short life from the 
day of its unpropitious birth. 

In this part of the world we are not familiar 
with the automobile carriage to any great extent, 
excepting as we have read of its exploits else- 
where. But we are destined to become familiar 
with it before many years have elapsed, for it has 
“come to stay,” and will sooner or later extend 
all over the civilized world. The time is coming 
when automobile vehicles of all kinds will be as 
familiar on the streets of Los Angeles, and all 
other cities of its size, as are bicycles, or vehicles 
drawn by horses at the present time. When 
that time comes, it is hardly necessary to say, 
vehicles with horses or other animals attached to 
them will be about as rare a sight ‘as automobile 
vehicles are at the present time. This prediction 
may seem somewhat rash to those who have not 
made a study of the subject, or who have no faith 
in the future of the automobile carriage. Time 
will either verify it or demonstrate its falsity. 

- It is altogether probable that the automobile, 
or motor carriage, in its present form, will be 
practically unknown a generation hence. The 
aim, thus far, appears to have been to copy the 
form of the ordinary carriage, instead of-striking 
out in new directions. The result is that most 
of the automobile vehicles that have thus_ far 
been devised are clumsy in form, and vastly 
heavier than is necessary. But there is a steady 
tendency toward improvement in the external 
form of the various motor carriages, as well as 
toward improving their efficiency by providing 
them with lighter and stronger machinery, bet- 
ter adapted to the peculiar uses to which it is 
pubjected. 

The evolution of the motor carriage will not 
improbably follow substantially the same lines 
as did the evolution of the bicycle. It will be | 
remembered how clumsy and heavy were the 
first bicycles manufactured. These first attempts 
were no more like the light and speedy bicycle of 
today than the old-time stage-coach was like the | 
modern palace car. In the modern bicycle, all 
superfluous weight has been eliminated, the lines: 
of the frame and of other parts of the machine 
have been so arranged as to secure the maximum 
of strength with the minimum of weight, and in 
every respect the machine is an admirable ex- 
ample of mechanical excellence. It is probable 


be more rapid than was that of the bicycle. It

The evolution of the automobile carriage will 
give us, within a few years, vehicles of all kinds,

having great resilience. Such tires will not in- 
jure the pavements of cities and will actually 
improve ordinary country roads. By the use of. 
these comparatively soft tires, a great deal of 
the noise made by the passing of vehicles in the 
city streets will be done away with—and this. in | 
itself, will be of incalculable benefit to the ner: | 
vous systems of the dwellers in cities. 
The coming automobile carriage will not be: 
exclusively a pleasure vehicle. It will-be used. 
extensively for freight traffic, light and heavy, in ° 
city and country. In fact, it will enter into use, 


cases where animal power is now employed, and 
will prove far more efficient and satisfactory. : 
With the progress of improvements in the manu- 
facture of the new vehiele, its quality will stead- 
ily improve and it will decrease in price, until it. 
comes within the reach of persons of moderate 
means. When this point has been reached its.

With the general use of soft-tired vehicles:

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HE time comes when ozone, “the 
smell of electricity,” may be had 
at the corner grocery, and no 
housewife will be without it. 
Ozone has been known for nearly fifty 
years as one of the marvelous con- 
stituents of the air, but it is only re- 
cently that scientists have learned its 
magical uses for practical industrial 
purposes. Now they offer it for the 
bleaching of fabrics, yarns, wax and 
fats; sterilizing drinking water; dry- 
ing and thickening oils; maturing 
wines and spirits; sweetening foul 
beer barrels; seasoning linoleum; ag- 
ing wood for musical instruments; 
manufacturing artificial pesefumes; 
treating spent oil; pyrifying starch 
and dextrine; manufacturing vinegar, 
and a score of other similar purposes. 
In..the treatment of disease it is most 
efficacicus. Excellent results have 
been cbtained in the treatment of 
anaemia, whooping cough, malaria, 
tuberculosis, wounds, and it is used 
for purifying -hospital wards. Many 
other examples of the usefulness of 
ozone might be cited, but the forego- 
ing important ones. will show the 


quent extent of the field awaiting this 
_substance. Experiments show that 
many puzzling phenomena have owed 
their being to the presence in the 
atmosphere of large quantities of 
ozone. It follows that in any indus- 
trial process in which air isa quick- 
ening factor, ozone will find ready use 
because, to put it popularly, it is a 
species of concentrated air. 
latcly a test ‘of the matter of its 
great usefulness was not possible be- 
cause ozone could not be made in very 


large quantities. ; 

Andreoli, ‘ Otto, Yarnold, Siemens 
and Halske, all have produced ozone 
‘apparatus, but Andreoli is the ac- 

_knowledged high priest of the craft, 
He is a Londoner and his wsearches 
on the subject of ozone have been 
followed with interest by European 
savants. J. B. C. Kershaw is another 
Englishman who has given. much 
study to the theory and practice of 
ozone production. Of course it is the 
ability to produce the substance in 
large quantities that gives value to 
it. Its presence in the neighborhood 
of electrical discharges was known 
very long ago. Van Marum called it 
the “smell of electricity.” Its chemi- 
cal formula is the same as for oxygen, 
but in considering it thus, it must be 
regarded in the same relation as the 
diamond: bears to a lump of coal—both 
are carbon. If a quantity of ozone is 
‘piaced for consideration beside an 
equal quantity of oxygen, it will be 
found that the mass of ozone contains 
one-third more of oxygen than the 
other. Electrical discharges in the 
atmosphere produce it -readily. its 
pungent odor can be noticed around 
the poles of a static machine when 
the glass plates are revolving. Pro- 
duced in this way it escapes or rather 
reverts to its original form in the at- 
mosphere. But it may be ec 
easily. For instance, if the two 
of the electric machine were to be 
tinued by means of wires thro 
sides of a large glass tube so that 
the sparks would be generated inside 
the tube, the air flowing in one end 
of the tube would be ozonized, and 
ozone would flow from the other end 
of the tube. All commercial ozon- 
izers are built on “this sprinciple. Con- 
densers are caused to generate ozone 
within a chamber. Air is kept flow- 
-ing through this chamber at a rapid 
rate. It goes in one side of the ap- 
paratus as air; it comes out the other 
side as ozone. The ozone is not al- 
lowed to escape, but is confined in 
special portable chambers or. in per- 
manent chambers when it is intended 
to be used on the premises. 

After all, ozone is merely electrified 
air, and any apparatus will produce it 
which will very rapidly charge a 
heavy flow of air. The endeavor in 
all the apparatus now in use-is to 
multiply this electrolyzing effect: 
Andreoli’s ozonizer is an odd-appéar- 
ing affair. Clamped within a frame 
is a series of aluminum and -glass 
plates standing on edge. First there 
is a flat aluminum plate; then a glass 
plate; then a plate composed of a 


great number of aluminum wires 
stretched across a flat wooden frame;

flat aluminum plate, and _ so indefin- 
itely, or until the “unit” or ozonizer 
is made up. The glass plates are in- 
tended insulators between the two 
kinds of aluminum plates. The latter 
are charged with a heavy alternating 
current. The Whole apparatus is con- 
fined within. a chamber. Air is 
pumped rapidly through this chamber. 
The alternating current in endeavor- 
ing to flow between the two kinds of 
aluminum plates electrifies the uair 
and the result is ozone at the other 
“end” of the machine. The quantity 
now produced is ninety-four grammes 
per horse-power per hour. 

It is most interesting to see an 
ozonizer at work and to note its 
various fields of usefulness. The ap- 
pearance of every ozone plant depends 
on the kind of work to be done with 
the apparatus. The pungent smelling 
substance makes its presence known 
as soon as one not used to it enters 
the chamber in which it is made. 
The sensation in one’s nose and 
throat is not altogether pleasant. It 
is choking to some persons; simply 
annoying to others. Many persons 
cannot stand it at all; others do not 
thind it in the least. In the daytime 
the odor is most apparent within the 
chamber; at night the odor is for- 


-gotten in view of the spectacular fea- 


tures of the apparatus. The action 
of the glass and metal plates as the 
strong current of electricity plays on 
them, is beautiful. When the current 
is turned on a slight phosphorescence 
appears all over the plates, growing 
into a great glow which spreads over 
the apparatus and finally fills and 
lights up the room. Photographs of 
the ozonizers have been taken with 
no other light than that contained 
in this glow. It is like the illumina- 
tion of vacuum tubes. Yet this glow 
is one of the things to be guarded 
against by the ozone manufacturers. 
For it generates heat, and heat in #ts 
turn destroys ozone. So, while the 
spectacle may be beautiful, it is not 
economic. The perfect ozonizer has 
no glow. The apparatus is silent, and 
except for the pungent odor or the 
illumination it would not be sus- 
pected of being capable of wresting 
from the air its most vital principle 
and hurling it off, to be used in the 
arts and industries. As an industrial 
proposition it is beautiful, for all it 
needs is plenty of good fresh air to 
make it a working success, while what 
is more important to manufacturers 
there are no annoying by-products to 
cause a waste. 

The application of ozone is a simple 
enough process. In getting wood for 
musical instruments, the timber is 
merely given an ozone bath. Wines 
and liquors are impregnated with 
ozone for a given time when they are 
found to be much matured as to taste. 
Doubtiess this excess of oxygen. pro- 
motes quickly the process which ordi- 
nary air would require years to per- 
form. Putting ozone in water is after 
all a method of concentrated aera- 
tion. It was tried with much suc- 
cess upon sewage and garbage which 
was used to fill behind crib work 
one of the islands in the East River 
near New York City. The bleaching 
and the seasoning processes are possi- 
ble for almost the same reason as is 
intimated above. Whatever the chem- 
ical formula air, pure air is a deadly 
destroyer of all that is impure, 
whether it is filth or a disease.

PRESIDENT MASSO.SAYS ULTIMATE ANNEXATION 
IS INEVITABLE.

N ORDER that the real attitude of 

the provisional government of Cuba 

might ‘be thoroughly ‘understood 

upon the questions of annexation or 
independence, President Bartolomeo 
Maso has entrusted to Geroge Reno, 
special envoy between the government 
of Cuba and the government at Wash- 
ington an address to the people of 
America, in which is clearly laid down 
the views of himself and his Cabinet 
upon those topics which most vitally 
concern the future of the island. It 
is the first and only address of Gen. 
Maso to the citizens of the United 
States, and as such is of great inter- 
est and importance. It has not hither- | 
to been published. President Maso 
wrote it at the government headquar- 
ters in La Esperanza on September 26. 
It was brought-at once to America by. 
Mr. Reno. The following is a close 
translation of the original text, made 


“Standing in that unenviable posi-— 
tion, at the head of an unrecognized 
republic, I find myself encompassed by 
grave difficulties and burdened with re- 
gponsibilities which.a feeling of solemn 
duty alone enables me ¢o support. I 
have the counsel of brave, intelligent. 
men, but we are all-in polftical dark- 
nese. We have hardly dared to take 
a step, lest it conflict with the plans of 
the great and generous nation which 
has ‘so unselfishly ‘made our freedom

‘Not long before the signing of the 
protocol Gen. Emilia March, civil and 
military Governor of Puerto Principe, 
sent a military commission to us urg-;

of Camaguey {to the railroad station.

Lekecland and campaigned with the 
troops In Cuba, I may be enabied 
make comparative statemcnts at times. 
Such statements wtll be plain state- 
ments of fact, and the reader may draw 
his own conclusions. Maj.-Gen. Mer- 
riam, who is now in command of the 
Departments ot California and of the 
Columbia, has hitherto declined to 
grant interviews for publication, going 
into the details of the merits or de- 
merits of the much-condemned camps.

to throw light upon some matters, in- 
volving the health of the soldiers, that 
public cvidenQy have never consid- 
ered.

were already eh route. It became evi- 
dent early in May that there would not 
be room upon reservation grounds, 
and that sclections must be made else- 
where. T examined the site of Camp 
Merritt on the 16th of May, but did not 
detérmine upon its selection. On the 
fotiowing day, Maj.-Gen. Otis arrived. 
He at once teck command of théex- 
peditionary forces, established Camp 
Merritt and located his own headquar- 
ters there. Gen. Otis remained in that 
station and command until the #th of 
May when he wad relieved of the com- 
mand by Maj.-Gen. Merritt, who. re- 
mained there until the 29th of June, 
when his expedition sailed for Manila. 
From that time until the 15th of July, 
Gen. Otis was again in command, but 
on the last named date, he, too; sailed 
for the Philippines and his departure 
left me in command not only of the de- 
partment, but also of the expeditionary 
forces still remaining. I immediately 
proceeded toward the breaking up of 
the camp, beginning with the division 
hospital July 21. It was finally aban- 
doned on the 26th of August. Before 
referring you to the medical. officers, 


tion regarding the sanitary conditions 
that prevailed there, I would like to 
make one or two statements that per- 
haps may throw some light upon the 
causes which led to sickness there, 
Very 
nearly all of the volunteer troops that 
came here, as you know, were from cli- 
mates much warmer at least during 
the summer months, than it is here in 
San Francisco. They arrived with thin 
| underclothing, or, as was true in many 
cases, without any at all. Undercloth- 
ing was issued, of course, but 
then the men exposed themselves to a 
very great degree, and needlessly to 
colds. They rebelled, almost, against 
‘the issuance of overcoats. Ten dollars 
was charged against -their clothing al- 
Nowance for the coats, per man, and 
they argued that as it was summer 
and they were going to a tropical coun- 
try, they would. not spend the money 
for a useless overcoat. Any one who

y the medical department to isolate 
and properly care for these cases, the 
disease spread until an aggregate of 
600 cases, during June, July and August 
had becn reached. Pneumonia followed, 
as a4 natural result, in many cases. The 
soldiers came to the city by hundreds 
every day, and would ride home on 
the open cars in the evening, with un- 
buttoned coats and without overcoats, 
thereby engendering nasal and b 
chial affections, etc., which rendered 
them all the more liable to disease of 
more dangerous character. The water 
supply was examined by proficient offi- 
cers, from time to time, and found to 
contain no bacteria of a dangerous 
nature. Rigid instructions for the 
sanitation of the camp were issued and 
enforced, and everything possible was 
done to reduce to a minimum the dan- 
gers which medical officers declared 
existed in that camp. On the 2d of 
June Lieut.-Col. Lippincott opened a 
division hospjtal there, which was 
eventually increased to accommodate 
300 patients. Pneumonia and typhoid 
fever cases were sent to the Marine 
and French hospitale, where the very 
best treatment was afforded the suffer- 
ers. About July 21 the division hos- 
pital was removed to the Presidio Bar- 
racks, which had been wacated by the 
troops to make room for the sick. A 
corps of competent physicians was at 
hand, and every comfort that money 
could buy was at the disposal of the 
afflicted. Good cooks, good food, good 
nurses, and admirable management of 
Maj. W. S. H. Matthews of the Fifty- 
first Iowa Volunteers, combined to make 
the change a most desirable one for all 
concerned. From the very day of its 
establishment until August 26, it was 
the desire of all the military authori- 
ties to abandon Camp Merritt at the 
earliest possible hour. 
therefore, as soon as room could be 
found for them on the reservation, left 
Camp Merritt in the following order: 


-Fifty-first Iowa, August 1; Twentieth 


Kansas, August 5; First Tennessee, 
August 18; Seventh California, _——— 
fantry, August 26; the Oregon recruits 
broke camp the same day, and this was 


‘the end of Camp Merritt.

In this case there was an 
Instant rush of the guard to the spot, 
and within less than ‘a minute an 
orderly reported that the shot was 
accidental, and a And that 
was the only episode of the day in 
that camp, or of the week, for the 
matter of that, for this regiment is 
perfectly-drilled ‘and 
orderly in the volunteer service. 
The photographs sent herewi e 
ich were made in the 
camp and some in Kansas and other 
camps, give an honest idea of the way 
the soldiers here live. Every tent in 
the encampment has a raised board 
flooring. No one sleeps. upon the 
ground. This work was inaugurated 
many weeks ago by Division Quarter- 
master J. B. Jeffery, who hae proven 
himself one of the ablest quartermas- 
in the service. The difficulties. he 
must have overcome in procuring the 
lumber necessary to do this work can 
only be undérstood by one who oom 
tried at some time to get over govern- 
ment red tape speedily. 


On the top of one of the tents the 
Tennesseeans had perehed an immense 
live eagle. The bird of freedom has 
no encumbrance except a few fathoms 
of rope attached to one of his legs, and 
apparently enjoys military life as well 
as a captive eagle can enjoy anything. 
He will accompany the regiment to 
Manila as a mascot, and is said to be 
away up in that line. 


I was struck by the extreme cleanli- 
ness that prevailed everywhere. The 
ground underneath the trees had been 
raked as clean of underbrush as a well- 
kept lawn. ‘No bits of paper or other 
debris had been allowed to collect 
there. Around the entire camp water 
drains had been dug to carry off the 
rain from the hills in wet weather. 
Every company street was swept and 
every tent floor was clean enough to 
sit updn. I visited the camps the day 
before the regiment saw it for the 
last time prior to leaving for’ the 
Philippines. The men had packed 

heir personal effects, es well as their 
field kits, and everything was piled up 
neatly and in order, ready for the 
start. Every man looked the picture 
of health, and the captain of one of the 
companies said that he believed the 
gain in weight in his command would 
average better than fifteen pounds per 
man since they left their homes. “We 
came here poorly equipped,” he said, 
“and some people have had a great deal 
to say about our condition. We are 
soldiers, however, and appreciate the 
fact that the government had a wery 
great lot of work to attend to in a 
very short space of time. I don’t 
ment end to end, however.” 

The Washington and Kansas regi- 
ments were as comfortably provided 
as was the Tennessee. Every man, 
from the lowest ranking private to the 
commanding officer of the regiments, 
had comfortable quarters, board figors.

Gen. Marcus P. Miller, who ts in 
command of the expeditionary forces 
ped here, has displayed marvel- 
ous executive ability in 
ment and mdintenance of 
Good order is the rule, and a breach 
of discipline is the unusual exception. 

Miller ts at his office, near the 
Presidio entrance, early and late, and 
too much credit cannot be given him 
and his efficient aides, for the ex- 
cellent conditions that obtain at Camp 
Merriam. Before this is published the 
camp will be desolated of many of its 
inhabitants, for within a week from 
this writing no less than seven trans-. 
Pacific steamers will have departed 
with more than 6000 men for the far 
off Philippines. It is a long journey, 
and some there must be who will newer 
come back, but the accommodations 
that have been provided for them will 
be found to be the best ever effor 

ers for a long sea voyage.

HIGHEST MOUNTAIN OF 


DWARD A. FITZGERALD, the 
most famous living mountain 


climber, says that a mountain] 


clfmber faces all the perils of an 
In ad- 
dition to the terrors of intense cold, 
ice fields, snow blizzards, torrents and 


traveler must meet, a mountain climber 
ts also compelled to resist the fearful 
effects of reduced air pressure. No 
man is better fitted to tell of these 
difficulties and perils than Mr. Fitzger- 
ald. A number of years ago he traveled 
the “Alps from end to end” with Sir 
Martin Conway; in 1894-95 he explored 
the New Zealand Alps, and gave his 
name to a famous pass, hitherto un- 
discovered, afterward writing a book 
on his adventures, Less than two years 
azo he ventured on a still more diffi- 
cult feat, and his party succeeded in 
reaching the summit of Aconcagua, the 
highest mountain in the western world, 
and rivaling = peaks of the Him- 
HIGHEST MOUNTAIN OF THE 
‘ANDES. 

Aconcagua, with its giant sister, Tu- 
pungato, rises from the backbone of the 
South American continent, midway he- 
tween Argentine and Chile. Its sum- 
mit is nearly twenty-three thousand 
feet above the level of the sea, a 
height greater even than aeronauts 
have commonly dared to venture in 
balloons. It is not only inaccessible in 
altitude, but it is far from the base 
of supplies in a wild, sparsely-settled 
country. Indeed, it took Mr. Fitzgerald 
no less than two weeks of diligent re- 


search and exploration -to discover’ 
where Aconcagua really was and the 
-best way of making the. ascent. The 


mountain had been attempted: before, 


but no explorer had been able to get ! 
- within thousands of feet of the sum-

There was no way of obtaining 
water except by the melting of snow or 
ice. Mr. Vines, my companion, went to 
collect the snow just back of the tent, 
while I gave myself to the exhausting 
work of blowing the smouldering wood 
into a flame, filling my lungs with 
smoke while they were craving oxygen, 
I thought that Vines had been gone a 
long time, and upon looking up I saw 
him perched on a narrow ledge; back 
of the tent. Presently he arose with 
great difficulty and came toward the 
fire. The tent was held down by nu- 
merous guy ropes fastened at the end 
with stones, it. being impossible to 
drive stakes into the hard surface of 
the mountain. I watched Vines pain- 
fully raise one leg over the first rope, 
then stop’. breathlessly, exhausted. 
Then he lifted his leg over the next one 
and again paused to rest. And so he 
proceeded until he reached the fire. I 
think it must have taken him fully ten 
minutes to walk a dozen yards. In-

The result was one pro- 
longed and dreadful snore, which kept 
us all awake by turns. During several 
nights I do not think I slept more than 
an hour or two, and that toward morn- 
ing when we should have been on the 
road upward. Often when we crawled 
out in the morning the cold seemed 
absolutely unendurable. I have seen 
our men sit down and cry like chil- 
dren, so discouraged were they by the 
terrible rigor of the climate and the 
inability to sleep or eat.

The 
first ascent was made by Zurbriggen 
alone, and when he reached the summit 
the mountain was so enveloped with © 
clouds that he was unable to see any- 
thing, and he returned almost dead — 
from exhaustion.

OLD WORLD LUXURYS IN THE LAND OF 
| | SUNSHINE. 


From the Country Gentleman. 
_{NALIFORNIA te essentially freak-» | 


ish. The unexpected happens as 

., to its topography, its cHmate, its 
flora. and fauna. There. are huge, 
unfathomable lakes with no visible. out- 
let; rivers flowing. naturally along sud- 
denly disappear, rising to the surface 
again miles further on; the great. salt 
fields in the southern part of the State 
are the bed of an net ocean. Physi- 
cal geography can offer no explanation 
of its varied climates within a stone’s 
throw of each other, and its unusual 
thermal belts; its flowers are unrivaled 
in profusion and exotic. magnificence; 
elderberry bushes become trees with 
trunks sixteen inches in diameter. The 
varieties of its cat. species would puzzle 
a naturalist. Having come to under- 
‘stand all this; it was no.marvel to me 
when I found a little Italy nestling 


quietly in the vine-clad foothills of the 


Coast Range rising from the beautiful 
Russian River Valley andsurrounded on 
all sides by the blue undulations of its 
‘higher peaks.- 

The fame of California hospitality is 
as world-wide as that of its climatic 
vagaries, but when you add to its 
hearty open-handedness the fine spon- 
taneous touches of Italian courtliness, 
perfection in the matter of a host has 

- been attained. ‘‘Viene nelle mie brac- 
cie!” (“Come in to my arms!”) was the 
graceful greeting as we alighted at the 
little: station of Asti, so-called from its 
resemblance to Asti in Italy. The day 
was a marvel, even for California, 
where so many days are perfect. As 
far as eye could reach stretched great 
vineyards, the later-bearing varieties 
still covered with mammoth clusters of 
purple or flame-colored fruit which the 
leaves, yet green, scarcely sufficed: to 
shield, while field upon field denuded of 
its wealth showed in its bronze and 

‘crimson foliage the touch of color so 
seldom found in a California. fall land- 
scape. In still other fields the swarthy- 


- cheeked grape gatherers were at work, 


while outlined against a not-distant hill 
slowly crept twenty four-horse wains 
heavily laden with the luscious fruit. 

Meantime the carriage of our host 
was bearing us on over romantically 
winding roads, now flanked by vine- 
yards and again by the gold and red 
of. pear and apple orchards; here a 
mountain covered with dusky-foliaged 
olive trees. there a clump of fig trees, 
their purple or yellow-green fruit 
showing up well against the dark 
green leaves. Now and again, far 
from the roadside, appeared a pretty 
villa, shaded by the graceful pepper 
‘tree. live oaks and a tangle of palms 
and other tropical trees and shrubs. 
Through a tortuous road, arched with 
‘the interlaced branches of evergreen 
firs. or with vine-covered arbors, our 
host drove us to fhe open door of a 
villa. ‘built in the Italian style, with 
wide piazzas and red-tiled roof,

have high cheek bones, flat noses and 
straight, dark eyes, with rather full, 
sensual lips. Their hair is straight; 
it is black, and with the men is singed 
close at the crown, forming a sort of 
tonsure. The women let their hair 
grow and it hangs down over their 
shoulders. The men do not begin to 
have beards until late in life, and as 
they do not like to appear old they 
usually pull out the stray hairs on 
their faces. An Ona seldom has a 
beard before he is thirty-five or forty. 
THEY EAT PUTRID MEAT. 

The Onas do not apparently care 
whether their food is fresh or not. 
Before the advent of sheep farming 
in Tierra del Fuego, they lived on 
fish, fungas and acos. Guanacos 
are wild animals which look like -a 
cross between the deer and the camel, 
and are of the size of a very large 
sheep. The Onas run them down with

their dogs and follow them also on 
foot. They are very fast runners and 
take steps, so an Argentine man who 


but, as a rule, do not go out in canoes 
to fish, as do the Yaghans and the 
Alacalufes. They also make traps to 
catch game. They tse only bows and 
arrows in war and for hunting. The 
arrows were originally tipped with 
flint, but now thcy are pointed with 
pieces of glass made out of the broken 
whisky and wine bottles thrown out 
by the steamers passing through the 
Strait of Magellan.

“weave very pretty rush baskets of a 


They cure the skins 
which their husbands bring in from 
the hunt, and sew them together with 
sinews into robes or rugs.

ABOUT THE YAGHANS. 


Before the whites came here there 


were something like three thousand 
of the Yaghan Indians. They were 
described by sea captains as a healthy, 
hearty, naked, savage race. The En- 
glish established a mission in South 
Tierra del Fuego and persuaded them 
to put on clothes. It is claimed that 
with the wearing of clothes came con- 
sumption and pneumonia, and that 
this has reduced their number to less 

500: The head of the mission 
améng these Indians is the Rey. 
Thomas Bridges, who has a big sheep 
in the south. He has an Indian 
settlement. where the people live in 
houses and where they farm on a 


small scale, The information I have 


about these Yaghans comes almost 
entirely from Mr. Bridges. He says 
they live in groups of 
families. They are not cannibals, as 
has been charged, and they do not 
eat raw meat. Their principal food 


| consists of mollusks, fish, sea calves, 


birds, strawberries and fungi... Their 
women cook these things in different 
ways. -They cook birds by placing 
them on the coale and putting red-hot 
stones. inside of them. They bake 
eggs by breaking a small hole in one 
end and then standing them upright 
in the embers before the fire, turning 
them round and round to make them 
cook evenly. They cook and eat the 
blood of animals, but, as a rule, tat 
their vegetables raw.

TIERRA DEL FUEGO IN 1898. 
The Tierra del Fuego of the geog- 
raphies and encyclopedias is a dréary 
land of snow and ice, of glaciers and 
rocky wastes. Let me tell you what 
the real Tierra del Fuego is. My in- 
formation comes from what I have 
seen and from what I have learned 
from the men who lived upon it, and 
who have visited nearly every part 
of it. It is important to know, tor 
it is one of the bones of contention 
between Chile and the Argentine Re- 
public, and in the war which seems 
now imminent, it may be redivided. 
As it is, Chile owns the lion’s share 
of it, having quietly surveyed the 
coast and gobbied up the Strait of 
Magellan before the Argentine knew 
what she was about. The Argentines 
today think that the island should be- 
long to them, but rather than have a 
war they have conceded all to Chile 
west of a line running south of Cape 
Virgins, at the eastern entrance to 
The result 
is they own only a footing on the 


~ archipelago and only a small slice of 


Tierra del Fuego proper. 

The archipelago of Tierra del Fuego 
contains as much land as Kansas. It 
is wider from east to west than from 
Cleveland to Chicago, and from north 
to south it is longer than from New 
York to Boston. The archipelago is 
made up of hundreds of wooded isl- 
ands, mostly mountainous, but a few 
of which have valleys and plains cov- 
ered with rich grass on which sheep 
and cattle quickly grow fat... The 
largest islands of the archipelago are 
Onisin, or King Charles Southland, or 
Tierra del Fuego proper; Desolation 
Island, which lies near the western 
entrance to the straits, and along 
which I coasted for miles on my way 
here; the Isle of St. Ives, Clarence 
Island and Dawson Island, a little 
farther to the eastward, and the large 


islands of Hoste and WNavarino 
on the gouth. Cape Horn itself is on

THE DENSE VEGETATION. 
-It seems queer to think of a dense 
vegetation in Tierra del Fuego. One 
might almost as soon believe that 
grass could be raised on an iceberg. 
The truth is that the winter climate 
of Tierra del Fuego is milder than 
that of Canada. The lowlands are 
seldom covered with snow for more 
than a day or so at a time, though you 
are in sight of snow and glaciers on 
the mountains all the year around. 
The climate varies in different parts, 
but it is generally cool, cloudy and 
windy. ‘The worst feature is the wind, 
which at times blows for days at a 
stretch and sends the chilly air 
through your bones.-in-. -corkscrew 
curves. Tierra.del Fuego is in the 
latitude of Labrador, but so is a large 
part of England and Holland, and I 
imagine that, -barring these winds, 
“Tierra del,” as they have nicknamed 
the isiand, hag winters more like 


those of northern Europe than Labra- 


dor. The vegetation is rather like 
that of the temperate than the frigid 
zone. The mountain slopes up to 
about one. thousand feet are walled 
with a growth of trees, ferns and 
moss so thick that it is almost impos- 
sible to get through it. Upon the 
sides of the steeper mountains the 
trees, instead of going straight up, 
crawl upon the earth, so that a tree 
with a trunk as thick as your waist 
is not more than three feet high, but 
spreads over a large tract of ground. 
This is probably due to the moun- 
tain snow, which presses the _ trees 
down to the ground and still Keeps 
them warm enough not to impede 
their growth. 

And what kinds of trees do they 
have down here at the tail-end of 
creation? The most common is the 
beech.- There are vast forests of 
antarctic beeches in Chilean “Tierra 
del,” ‘the trees of which are eighty 
feet tall and six feet thick. They 


gold-bearing clay is again coveted. 
Almost similar conditions exist at the 
washings on the Island of Navarino 
and elsewhere. From what I can 
learn here, there are only a few places 
where gold has been found in any 
quantity, and these are nothing in 
comparison with the great gold de- 
posits of our Western States. There 
are two or three companies who work 
sluice-boxea with machinery, pumping 
the water from the sea and gathering 
the gold dust with machinery on cop- 
per plates. The most of the mining, 
however, is spasmodic.and uncertain. 
The territory is extremely difficult to 
reach and the prospecting is coupled 
with such hardships and expenses in 
the way of getting supplies that I 
would advise the American miner ko 
stay at home.

THE KLONDIKE OF THE SOUTH. 
Tierra del Fuego has been called the 
Klondike of South America. So far, 


showever, there is no justification of 


the term. There is plenty of gold, 
but up to now no large quantities 
have been discovered, and that found 
is difficult to mine. The-gold is all 
placer gold. Some of-it is in the 
shape of nuggets as large as marrow- 
fat peas, but the greater part of it is 
in leaflets or scales. The most of the 
mines are in the southern part of 
Tierra del Fuego proper, and the isl- 
ands adjacent. The gold is found on 


the shore, the clay containing it run-, 
ning down under the water and be-| 


ing exposed only at low tide. The 
gold is covered with shingle and 
sand, which must be removed before 
bedrock is reached: At the Slogget 
Bay diggings, for instance, there is 
six feet of sand and gravel above the 
bedrock.

SRAEL ZANGWILL, the famous 
novelist and essayist, has created a 
tremendous uproar in.this country 
by his lecture on the drama as a 
fine art, delivered lately at the Ly- 
ceum in New York. The comments 
‘from various sources on this stirring-up 
of the animals speak for themselves. 

A writer in Musical America thus 
gives the lecture itself in a nutshell: 

“He yielded to the exigencies of the 
bill so far as to divide his subject 
neatly into “Origin, Development, 
Presemt Condition;’’ but upon none 
of these topics did he advance any 
new theory, or prove any old. He 
simply scintillated, and was—Zangwill. 

“Why, for instance, did not Matthew 
Arnold think of condensing several 
pages into this epigram?—‘The Greek 
worshipped the holiness of beauty; the 
Hebrew, the beauty of holiness.’ 

“Then, for scathing satire upon con- 
temporary English stage tendencies, 
take these: ‘Comedy is not all drivel, 
nor tragedy all snivel;’ ‘in the great 
old days two boards and a passion 
made a drama; today it needs two 
sticks and a wardrobe;’ ‘to be a dra- 
matist is the profession of a Methugra- 
leh.’ ‘In London, when a play by a new: 
author is produced, he is usually part 
financier, or the manager is part au- 
thor.’ The old Greek dramatists, he 
observed, paid and trained the actors; 
| the English actors pay and train their 
dramatists. One epigram that will 
long be remembere nd quoted was, 
as to the ‘adapters’ of French plays— 
‘They steal their literature from the 
French and leave ‘out the literature. 
They protect the morals of audiences 
by legitimizing the bastards of French 
creation and translating the indecent 
into the unintelligible.’ 

“The ‘Star’ nuisance and the ‘Tank 


‘The modern actor ignores’ mathemati¢s 
and believes the part greater than the 
whole,’ and, ‘When I- want to amuse 
my servant girl I send her to see a play 
that contains a steam engine and a’ 
snowstorm. She can see poth by look- 
ing out of the window, but it delights 
her to see them in the wrong place. 

“And here is a hard rub on London 
-pharisaism: ‘Biblical personages are 
not allowed on the stage except in 
oratorio—Elijah may appear. only in a 
dress suit.’ : 

“But in spite of all this satire, there 
is nothing really. pessimistic’ about 
Zangwill’s view .of; the stage. It is 
- wholesome, ‘useful mirth.’ Ever since 
‘the religious beginnings of the. drama, 
{God and the devil have struggled for 
the upper hand in it, and at present, 
{ Mr. Zanegwill thinks, the devil is on 
| top; but he does not ‘expect this state 
‘ of things to last; the good principle will 
goon pegin“to triumph -when, in the 
not-distant future, the drama returns 
to life and recognizes the wealth of 
dramatic themes in contemporary his- 
tory. 

The epigrams quoted above would. 


lecture, judging by the wide popu- 
larity, or rather unpopular celebrity, 
they have attained. They have been 
printed and reprinted all over the 
country, and occasionally someone has 


‘+ pondered them and commented upon 


them in a style that shows how smartly 
the criticism has touched upon the raw. 

For instance, the dramatic critic in 
the Chicago Times-Herald rushes to 
the defence in this wise: 

“The average literary person, partic- 
ularly if he be a product of London or 
Paris. invariably labors under the im- 
pression that he knows considerably 
more than everything. No profession, 
no art, no knowledge is too abstract or 
intricate for him, and it is his custom 
to rush in with egotistical enthusiasm, 
no matter how distinct the matter may 
be from the range of his own profes- 
sional studies. 

‘“Tsrael Zangwill is a most notable ex- 
ample of this disposition. An essayist 
in general and a novelist in particular, 
he has never gained any special knowl- 
edge or reputation as actor, theatrical 
manager, dramatist or dramatic critic. 
Yet, assuming to speak ex cathedra in 
a lecture delivered in New York Tues- 
dey afternoon, he cuts and slashes at 
all of these professions in a tone of 
absolute conviction, - saying things 
which no one would be justified in re- 
marking under any conditions. 

“If the game were worth the candle, 
which it is not, those professions that 
Mr. Zanewill has insulted in order to 
gain profitable attention for his lecture 
tour, might be excused for making 
~se of the retort discourteous. The 
tu quoque argument could. be advanced 
and when Mr. Zangwill, after sniffing 
at the Bowery, witnessing “The Tur- 
tle.” and reading some of the New York 
criticisms. declares that dramatic art 
is degraded .and.dramatio critics 


swer the fool according to his folly. 
One might observe the vast accumula- 
tion of rubbish bearing the name of 
fiction, an accumulation to which the 
pressers of the world are adding every 
day, and

twenty-five years ago. 
Dily. he does not know anything about 
it. and has therefore written himself 
down a modern Dogberry.” 

Curiously enough, the most temperate 
view of the same lecture emanates 
from an editorial writer in the same 
paper, who remarks: 

“His criticisms of the average actor 
are equally rasping and equally true. 
But for all the truths contained 
in the lecture, Mr. Zangwill is not 


| the first critic to call attention to the 


this country. 

“Many of the dramatic critics whom 
he affects to sneer at, have been do-~ 
ing the same thing, and have made 
earnest efforts to rescue the drama 
from the clutches of 
and the taint that has clung to it by 
exalting as heroes and heromes the 
‘specked peaches’ of sdciety. 

“But the outlook is not hopeless, and 
notwithstanding the harsh view Zang- 
-will takes of the drama as it exists, he 
‘points the way to better things and a 
revival of the art. 

The comments of playwrights, actors 
and managers, printed at length in 
_Many papers, are thus cleverly sum- 
marized by the Baltimore American: _ 
“Bronson Howard asks very perti- 
“nentlyin..this connection why every 
youpg man who makes a mark in lit- 
erature, constitutes himself a censor 
Of the drama. Hall Caine deprecates 
Mr- Zangwill’s strictures, and lumin- 
ously observes that a great popular 
Success should not be sneered at as low 
art. Jefferson, with sly hunior, calls at- 
tention to the fact that wails over the 
Gegeneracy of the drama occur with 
the regularity of the sea serpent, and 
adds that if we could search the 
archives of.

{New York Sun:] An incident illus- 
trating Col. Roosevelt's devotion to the 
men of his regiment was told by 
Trooper Burkholder of the Rough Rid- 
ers. Burkholder was all through the 
active campaign with the Rough Riders. 
and returned with them to Camp Wik- 
off. He was away on furlough on ac- 
count of a slight attack of swamp fever 
when the Rough Riders were mustered 
out, and thus missed, as he puts it, 
“an opportunity to say good-by to the 
most gallant commander and the truest 
man that a soldier Was ever privileged

“Only us few men who were with 
him,”’ said Burkholder, “know how ¢C:n- 
siderate he was of us at all times.

JAPANESE SEWING AND SHOP- 
PING. 

When you want a sewing woman in 
Japan you do not advertise for her or 
look cut for a sign on house walls. She 
is found by requesting her address of 
a friend. The friend is sure to know of 
ap expert who will come ¢o your house 
with all her utensils and sew from sun- 
-rise to sunset for 25 cents. The 25 
cents 
dresses, while a somewhat higher price 
is demanded for sewing on silk. Among 
the tools of her profession the seam- 
stress carries.a book of fashion plates, 
which is just as explicit in details of 
cut and color combinations as the 
plates published in Paris or New York. 
From. an artistic standpoint these 
Japanese fashion plates are far ahead 
of anything one sees even in France, 
just as the designs on their cotton 
crépes are little masterpieces, and their 
dyes are absolutely clear after the 
fabric has been washed and worh to 
rags. 

to the American custom 
there is no matching of samples in 
Japan. When the seamstress comes she 
spreads out her fashion book to its full- 
est extent and then when a selection is 
made somebody goes off and shops, for 
cotton thread, sewing silk and the like, 
and the sewing woman measures her 
employers for gowns by means of a 
queer little rule. ., 

Cutting out goes on on the floor, and 
it takes from one to three days to make 
a gown. One fitting only is exacted. 
and in Japan there are rarely any 
scraps left over. It requires exactly 
twelve yards of thirteen-inch wide 
goods to make a lady @ complete suit, 
so with exquisite thrift the mianufac- 
turer of fabrics cuts his cloth into 
dress patterns of just that amount, 
and by using straight lengths every- 
where the dressmaker contrives not to 
waste an inch. 

SHAPES NEVER CHANGE. 

This sensible arrangement, of course, 
would be impossible, if, as with us, the 
eut of garments varied every season. 
In Japan no such fickle and foolish ex- 
travagance is countenanced. The shap> 
of women’s garments scarcely varies 
by a hair’s breadth from year to year, 
‘but the patterns used in decorating 
cotton and silk .goods changes with 
nearly. every, bolt. -After a few dress 
lengths have’ been printed off in the 
factory, a new. design is made, a new 
combination of colors brought about, 
and in consequence for her spring and 
fall dressmaking any wman has ac- 
tually hundreds of exquisite designs to 
choose from without the least fear of 
wearing the same pattern as that 
chosen by a dozen other feminine 
friends. 

The same rule holds good with re- 
¢ard to the embroidered silks and 
crépes, and, moreover, there is an op- 
portunity to’ display ‘a deal of g00d 
taste and knowledge of etiquette in 
your choice of a pattern. Designs in 
Japan are made, and especially ap- 
hs gM. for the sole benefit of young 
and © ed women, and by no 
means Oe ‘they © assume to appear in 
cottons or silks decorated for young 
married women or for elderly ladies. 
So subtle are these distinctions in 
patterns that foreigners rarely or never 
learn all --the ramifications of this 
branch of etiquette in dress, but the 
fact is nevertheless, that actors don’t 
presume to adopt the same pattern as 
lay folk. The Geisha girls adopt es- 
pectally ornamented fabrics as their 
very own. As nearly as it is possible:

good dressmaking is the stitching. 

TWO NEEDLES AND DECORATE: 

STITCHING. 

The little seamstress, wPre curls up 
comfortably on the floor in the midst 
of her. work, is just as faithful a dis- } 
seminator of gossip as her American 
prototype; her needle is an unusually 
long steel affair, with a round eye in 
the end, and her stitches are not s0 
varied as ours.. She does not fill, back- 
stitch, or overhand. Because of the 
exceeding looseness of the feminine 
garments in Japan close, strong stitch- 
ing is not necessary, for no strain falls 
on any of. the seams, and in running 
and hemming, a long and rather loose 
stitch is taken. 

Quite coarse thread is used in all gen- 
eral sewing, and the object is to make 
stitches almost invisible on the ex- 
terior of a garment or to make them 
boldly ornamental. Of the ornamental 
stitches done with gaily-colored silks 
there is simply an infinite variety, for 
a capable seamstress will often invent 
them as she goes along. For example, 


mono the sleeve seam will be run .up 
on the outside, with inch-long stitches 
done with six or ten scarlet silk 
threads, all put at once through the 
big eye of a very fat needle. Wherever 
the needle enters the goods by a dex- 
terous mdvement a knot is tied in the 
silk, and at the end of the seam <a 
jaunty tassel of silk finishes the job, 
Just as often as not the dressmaker 
will use two needles and two separate 
threads simultaneously on a seam, and 
execute intricacies in stitches that

CONCEITS IN COOKERY, 


CHEAP AND EXCELLENT DISHES 
EASILY PREPAFED,

One does not need a fish kettle in or- 
der to boil fish properly, but it is rarely 
sent to the table whole, yet tender, even 
by a cook who has her kitchen cup- 
board stocked with every convenience. 

On Friday next try boiled cod with 
oyster sauce, and if the following recipe 
is carefully followed the family will not 
be aware that they are. not indulging 
in halibut, which costs more than 
double. Cod carelessly boiled and with- 
out proper sauce is woolly and tasteless, 
but. with care it is just the reverse. If 
a fish. kettle is not at hand, a plate in 
the bottom of an ordinary large sauce- 
pan will answer the purpose, The cod 
is then sewed or fastened with safety- 
pins in a piece of cheese cloth, which 
should be washed out after use and 
kept for this purpose;-the edges are to

TO IMPROVE TOUGH BEEF. 


Tough steaks and even joints may 
be served tendé@r and appetizing with 
but slight extra trouble, if the example 
of certain French cooks is followed: 
Indeed they do not scorn to thus “im- 
prove’ even the tenderloin by allowing 
it to remain all day or over night in 
@ mixture made thus: Mix together . 
rearefully four tablespoonfuls of olive 
oll, salt and pepper to taste, two ta- 
blespoonfuls of chopped parsley, two 
or three peeled onions thinly, sliced, 
two bay leaves, and the juice of half a 
large lemon. This is to be divided 
and half spread thoroughly on top of 
the meat and half under. If it can be 
managed, twenty-four hours will give 
still better results. Before cooking, 
if anv of the mixture is not ren 
it must be wiped away. 

LOBSTER A LA CECIL. 

For this savory dish either canned 
or fresh fish may be used. The for- 
mer is always safe, if bought of a good 
dealer and the proper price paid. Drain 
the lobster from a can or use the meat 
from a good-sized fresh one. Crabs 
may be substituted, and are even more 
delicate. _ Cut the meat in dice, put a 
large tablespodnful of flour in a shal- 
low agate saucepan, and when boiling 
stir in two even tablespoonfuls of sifted 
flour, (this should be done away from 
the fire;) when smooth, stir in a tea- 
cupful of hot milk or cream and the 
6ame amount of hot stock. A little 
beef extract does excellently to make 
the latter in hot weather. Stir over 
the fire until boiling, then put in the 
lobster, and season with salt and cay- 
enne pepper, a bay leaf, and mace, if 
liked. When all comes to the boil 
again, remove and add the beaten yolk 
of an egg, taking care to stir some of 
the hot stuff into the egg first to pre- 
vent curdling; lastly, mix carefully 
through the whole a generous table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley. Serve in 
individual cases, which should be

Mr. Wildman has acted as road 
overseer for several years, and has in- 
vented a roller that seems to be just 
the thing wanted to make better roads. 


inder rollers, hinged in the center, to 
conform to the crown in the road, 
pressing the dirt to the center, and 
also showing weak places in filling that 
need more dirt. The rollers, when 
empty, are light, to move from place 
to place, also to use light packing 
loose dirt in grading. Then, when the 
road is shaped up, the cylinders are 
filled with water, making the rollers 
weigh nine tons, packing the road 
solidly and smooth. Where graded 
roads are left as usual to be packed 
by passing teams, they are rough and 
uneven, with a crust on top, soft be- 
low, and when long dry or wet weather 
comes the crust breaks through, and 
roads graded and graveled at large 
expense are soon cut up and are no. 
better than before. Better roads are 
wanted and demanded, and it looks as 
though this roller would prove of great 
economy in making graded roads more 


enduring. 


Silos, 
CORRESPONDENT ofthe Cali- 
fornia Cultivator writes that the 
Clearwater Silage Company, _in- 
corporated, have constructed about fif- 
teen silos the present season, the most 
of which are now filled with corn 
silage. The plant cost $600, consisting 
of a ten h. p. steam engine, purchased 
from C. B. Boothe &*Co., Ross self- 
feeding cutter,,and a shredder. More 
Bilos will be constructed the next sea- 
Bon. Most of the silos are 12x24 feet, 
round, and cost for material about $80. 
A. H. Plaisted, of Clearwater, has built 
one 16x30 feet, which is now filled. 
Farmers exchange help when the cut- 
ter moves around to their places. 
Bleaching Walnuts. | 
NEW process is being used to 
bleach walnuts at the Santa Ana 
“ packing-house, which, so far, gives 
better results than that in use formerly. 
The Santa Ana Blade says: 
“The bleaching is done by the action 
of a chemical bath into which the nuts 
are immersed in small wire baskets 
and’ then rinsed in clear water, after 
which they are allowed to dry and 
pvr graded and put in sacks for ship- 
ment. 
“The nuts treated in this manner by 
the bleaching process are found to have 
a much finer color than sulphured nuts 
and at the same time nuts that have 
soft spots on the shell or openings at 
the end are not damaged in the meat 
as sometimes occurs when sulphur is 
used in bleaching. The chemical bath 
process has been found to be every- 
thing that is represented for it. A 
man named Anderson of San Jas3é is 
the inventor and patentee of the pro- 
cess, and the association here is justi- 
fied in its use by a report from expert 
chemists conveying the assurance that 
the meat of nuts treated are not in- 
jured thereby.”

Alfalfa, 
LFALFA-GROWERS of the Riv- 
erside Valley have gathered in a 
good many dollars this season. 

The shortage of the grain hay crop 

sent prices “away up,” and the man 

who had alfalfa to sell found a ready 
market at a good price. The River- 
side Enterprise says: 

“It is estimated that fully 1000 acres 
are out to alfalfa in the valley, and 
these acres have yielded an average of 
seven and one-half tons of hay for 
the season. Many fields did far better 
than this, but the figure given is a 
conservative average estimate. This 
would give a ¢otal output of 7500 tons, 
which. at $10 a ton, gives the growers 
$75.000. This is a low estimate, as 
much of the hay has been sold for $12 
a ton. and some even at a higher fig- 
ure, 

“The crop this season has been about 
as good a one as has been grown here 
in many years. The average cost of

Redlands Mines. 


HERE has never been so much stir 

in Redlands respecting mining as 

there is just now. It is Gue to the 
development of the prospects on the. 
east side of the Crafton Hills. The 
Redlands Facts says: ; 

“There are a number of prospect 
holes, some tunnels being in over one 
hundred feet, and the ores have assayed 
from $6 to $200 per ton. But the ores 
are refractory, and will require a 
chlorider in this vicinity to make the 
profitable working of the mines possi- 
ble. It is stated that arrangements 
have already been completed by which 
a chlorider is to be put up. Claims 
are being located rapidly because of 
the high grade of some of the refrac- 
tory ores obtained and the probability 
of means being provided for their re- 
duction at or near the mines.

“Mr. Kennedy, of the firm of Ken- 
nedy & Rarick, showed us a sample 
of citric acid which was made at their 
factory. It is clear as crystal, and its 
manufacture is no longer an experi- 
ment, but a succeseful’ business enter- 
prise. There is but one other factory 
in this country which successfully 
manufactures citric acid, and it is lo- 
cated in Philadelphia. Concentrated 
lemon juice is shipped to this factory 
from Italy, and is then made into citric 
acid. Heretofore citric acid was made 
mostly in Italy by a slow hand process, 
but American ingenuity is developing.

A New Catholic Church. - 


orK will soon be commenced on 
a new Catholic Church to be 
built on the corner of Walnut 


street and North Fair Oaks avenue, in 


Pasadena. The Pasadena News gives 
the following description of the edifice: 
“Plans and specifications have been 
accepted from the office of Architect 
Young of Los.Angeles and bids are now 
being received by Father Farrelly for 
the construction of the edifice. The lot 
on which the church is to be built is 
situated on the northeast corner of 
Walnut street and Fair Oaks avenue, 
and has a frontage of 70 feet on Fair 
Oaks avenue by -190 feet on Walnut 
street. A-~ten-room, two-story house 
was included in the purchase, and 
this has been moved to the east end 
of the lot, and will. be used as a par- 
sonage. 
“The church will be constructed of 
pressed brick and granite and will 
cover a ground space of 63xl117 feet. 
“The southwest corner of the build- 
ing will be surmounted by a spire 113 
feet high. The auditorium will have a 
floor space of 58x79 feet and will seat 
730 persons. The front entrance will 
be reached by a, flight of ten stone 
steps, extending almost across the 
front entrance of the building. At the 
head of these two sets of a double 
swinging doors will lead into a large 
vestibule and from this three sets of 
double swinging doors will open into 
the auditorium.

Benjamin Swift’s vigorous work in 
fiction has made him a factor among 
the new writers with whom critics 
must reckon. Mr. Swift not only tells 
a story well, but there is a reason for 
the telling of it. He has clearly defined 
ideas to communicate, and he puts. 
them upon paper with a decision and 
a conviction of belief that make him 
admirable, not so much for the ideas 
themselves as for his own faith in 
them. 

Mr. Shwift’s novel, “The Destroyer,” 
enhances the reputation already 
gained for him by ‘“‘Nancy Noon” and 
“The Tormentor.” ‘The Destroyer,”’ 
according to Mr. Swift, is Love; but 
in spite of the apparent pessimism of 
this belief, Mr. Swift shows his faith 
in the regenerating and upbuilding 
power of the great passion, and he ul- 
timately brings his chief characters 
together after the fashion of less 
analytical and unconventional writers.

Horald Frederic’s Literary Ability 
AROLD FREDERIC, who died in 

“| England last Wednesday, was an 
American writer of whom his 
countrymen, for some reason or other, 
‘know comparatively little. He was 
widely read and admired in Englan, 
though in his novels he dealt mostly 
with American characters and Ameri- 
can localities. Indeed, there are those 
who are inclined to maintain that he 
was not inferior to any living Ameri- 
can writer of fiction. He had the 
literary technique of Mr. Howells with- 
out that gentleman’s - exasperating 
habit of usigg the microscope. _His 
pictures were true to the life, yet they 
had that indescribable and _ elusive 
touch which marks the work of lively 
and cultivated fancy as distinguished 
from the product of the literary photo- 
grapher of the Howells school. Mr. 
Frederic’s reputation will grow in this 
country—it is already established in 
England—not only as a novelist of very 
great ability, but as an essayist and 
critic whose methods, without being 
imitative of Lord Macaulay, very 
closely approached the standing set by 
that master of the possibilities of the 
English language.—Chicago Chronicle. 

Vandal Autograghs,. 

The mere announcement that Shake- 
speare’s birthplace is in danger ought 
to provide a prompt remedy. It is 
happily not the building itself that is 
threatened, though the practice of 


burning open coal fires at Anne Hath- 
awav’s cottage is said to be fraught 
with peril. From a recent issue’ of 
Literature we glean that the present 
comnplain: relates to the walls and 
ceilings of Shakespeare’s cottage, 
which, even in Washington Irving's 
day, were “covered with names and 
inscriptions in every language by pil- 
srims of all nations, ranks, and condi- 


tions, from the prince to the peasant.” 


Now the heat from the hot-water pipes 
is causing the plaster to peel off; the 
names of Tennyson and Dickens have 
already cisappeared, and it is sug- 
gested that the remaining autograp‘’s 
should ke encased in glass to save 
them from the same fate. We grum- 
ble at the vandalism of the people who 
insist on scribbling their names on 
every famous wall and monument. And 
then we grumble when the names be- 
gin to peel off, because some of the 
vandals fFappened to be famous them- 
selves.

A View at the Brownings. 


Apropos of the _ recently-published 
“Letters of Elizabeth Barrett Brown- 
ing,”” Mme. Mary James Darmesteter 
contributes ta the current Revue de 
Paris the first of a series of articles on 
the Brownings, which she aptly styles 
“Ménage de Poetes,” and enlivens with 
numerous personal reminiscences. Rob- 
ert Browning, she writes, was one of 
the great friends of her youth: 


“He had been a widower for a long 


time. After long years without glary, 
he .had become at the close of his life 
the poetic idol of every Anglo-Saxon 
land, . . . Overwhelmed with aduila- 
tion, he was not exempt from that 
slightly commonplace affability whith 
characterizes celebrated men; a Httle 
of the incense which was lavished upon 
him still floated in his speech. But 
back of this veneer cf politeness was 
hidden a very genuine goodness. He 
was .good to every one; to myself he 
was charming; was I not at that time 
a delicate young girl, almost an invalid, - 
who, read Greek and wrote verses? 
belonged to the class for whom he al- 
ways had a tender spot in his heart; 
a reflection fram the beloved dead il- 
lumined them.” 

Mme. Darmesteter’s account of her 
first meeting with the poet is one of the 
many passages which are worth quot- 


ng: 

“At 18 I adored him from a distance. 
One day, returning home from Paris in 
very bad weather, I Jet. the rest of our 
party go down without me into the 
cabin of the channel steamer, while IL 
remained ca deck in company with a 
fine angora cat, a native of the Quai 
Voltaire. For the convenience of the 
journey I had put the cat in a bird 
cage, and I kepvt my arms around it 
so that she should not be afraid. Oh, 
‘we were, that angora cat 
an

at the time very old indeed, though he 
was about 66—came to owr relief. He 
was good, he was comforting, he was
